[Text] The primary amd immutable principle of the Communiat Party's activity 
end the ga nm source of its stremgth and authority are ties with the sasees. 
Cotmciding its policy with the expectations of the masses, it realistically 
evaluates what has been achieved and cutling, praspects for the future. 


Leain’s precep: “... live in the depths of the worker's life; tmow it ime ids 
out; kmow how to defise the attitude of the assesses, their real seeds, sepire- 
ticas ead thought at any soment on any question; be able to define the level 
of their consciousness without any shadow of {dee idealization ...~ ("“Polnoye 
sobraniye scchineniy”, Vol. 44 — 348) has always been and remains an urgent 
ome for communists and leading workers. 


The improwement and strengthening of socialian are impossible without the 
emimated creativity of the people and an interested and comecientiows attitude 
toward it by the sillionms. VY. I. Lenin saw the aein purpose « party ideo- 
logical, political and organizational work to be the asking of party policy 

the persomal task of the workers. This Leminist idea in cape tially topical 
sow. The program, which wes decided on during the April 1965 CPS! Central 
Coumittee Plenum for reorganizing sot only the comtrol and sanagement system 
but also the sanmer of thinking and psychology of people, demands from cach 
ome of us the straining of every serve, teamwork and bold decisions and urgent- 
ly requires demonstrations of tnadependence and initiative. 


Gme cammet forget that sew generations have been torn, who compere oer actiwity 
with the highest criteria of socialism. The class enemy is sot asleep, i 

is trying to undermine the unity of the party and the people. this demands 
from party orgacizations purposeful efforts to further stremathen ties with 
the saeses smd «a search for new ways to intensify their creative activity in 


all spheres of public lile. 


The Estonian Communist Party Central Committee Bere took all of this inte com 
sideration when organizing the implementation of the CPS" Central Commit tex 
decree “Om the Participsetion of Leading Cadre in the tstonian SS# in Political 
end Indoctrinstionsal Work Among the Workers.” 
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The editors soon received a reply, which had been prepared by Yu. Lepp, the 
deputy chairman of the gorispolkom, and which reported that the Tallinstroy 
Trust head Seen commissioned to insure the repairs amd that certain comrades 
hed Seen punished tor their irrespomsible attitude toward the task. 


Well, what about the stoves!’ Set ome had been repaired Sy that time. The 
newspaper published another article in “May amd «2 reply arrived in July trom 
the gortom, which reported whe had deen commissioned and whe punished. 


Sell, what abowt the repairs’ They painted the Louses in am off-hand sanner 
ami repaired the stoves in + haphazard way, Sut they smoke a6 before. Com 
plaints comtiaue to come in and the bSBuresucratic wheel continues to turn -- 
the distance Sbetween words and deeds is not diminishing. 


Se Sust struggle in every wey for the unity of words and deeds, defemd it, 
égecisively tree ourse'ves from all kinds of windbags anc empty promis ts and 
treat unscrupulousness iaplacadly. se aust constantly remember that the 
authority of « director sad an organization depends sot om different dex lare- 
tions amd, at times, loud phrases, Sut om comerete actions. 


The Kolkhoz imeni £. Vilde is in Pylwaskiy Raven. it is « stromg and progrese- 
ive farm. What is the secret of ite success! it seems that it lies in the 
integrated approach to the collective’s indoctrination, the clear vision end 
accounting of "Se indoctrinational effects of ecomomic activity, « comern 

for people, «a he “iose comtact of directors at all levels with them. 


People of creative thowght who are mot indifferemt, are «ftictent aml resource- 
ful, head the farm. Today, our sest combines canat accept son-standard 
poultry-——- here, they have organized its processing on the spot and even sech- 
anized 4 munber of labor-intensive operations. Of course, it is sore trouble 
but im return the approach is a proprietary and state ome. They have intro- 
éuced a system cf material incentives for the farm sanagers, Srigade lesders, 
specialists and servicing personnel for products sbove the plan sat high 

cattle and powltry weight esins. They are comcerned shout teproving the 
worting comditions of the peopie amd their full-walue reset. 


The directors om this fare aleo did not shun indoctrinations!l work before. 
However, they critically amalyzed their achievements and reserver after the 
CPS. Central Committee decree and revised « arest deal. fu Seein with, the 
first person in the collective, Chsirman Fh. Kaarna reepemeible for 
ideological work. Sot 4 single director stands om the sidelines with reepect 
te it==- all of them work sas propegendists. The chairman comducts «2 school 

for scientific commmnien; the chief bookheeper-- 2 Komsomol political circle; 
and the specialists -- branches of the people's university. All appear within 
the framewor’ of a single political day. The party orgarization, which is 
headed Sy Kh. Lind, somitors the work on questions posed om the political 
days ami sees to their effective solution and the accounting of the sane 
political work that is dome. Middle lewel directors are certified and they 
are involved in political and itadoctrinstionsa!l work within the political 
information groups and egitator collective and in the compiling of visual 
agitation which, inc'dentally, is the best in the rayon. 





Seeing the attention and comcern, the workers respond to them with high 
results in their work. The holkhez is amomge the first ten in the republic 
based on the level of its labor productivity. The Nelfi-vear plan for the 
sale of silk to the state has been fulfilled shea’ of tine, amd prospects 
are most favorable for the end of the { ive-weser plan. 


it would seem that soothing overly special i« being dome om the kolkhoz. The 
imdoctriastion system has been simply organized amd each director conscient ious- 
ly performs bis duties only, perhaps, with « greater sense of respoasibility. 
The work has been organized fust a6 systematically in samy collectives. We 
will mention the Tartu Plastic [tem Experimental Plant (the director is V. 
Kull and the secretary of the party organizstion is A. Ealdalue), the Marat 
Association (the director is A. Kapral and the secietary of the party organ- 
tigation is E. Ruben), the ~ermu Flax Combine (thr director is 8. Gelman and 
the secretary of the party o. amization is '. Geryachew), the Santekhmont: azh 
Trust (the director is A. Kama and the secretary of the party organization i« 
A. Kyskin), the Vyru Furniture Factory (the director is L. Lets amd the see- 
retary of the party organization is “. Ots), the Aravete Eolkhoe in Paydeskiy 
Rayon (the chairman is A. Aynumyse and the secretary of the party organizat ion 
is L. Viekel), emd the Seare Ealur Fishing Kolkhbor (the chairman is A. Pith 
end the secretary of the party organization i« L. yipewst). 


The monitoring and checking of execution are th most important comditions that 
imeure the reslizgation of what hes deer planed and that contribute to the 

wnity of words sad deeds. in this respect, am imepection of the actual stat« 

of affairs om the spot, persomal comtact with the workers, the comsiderat iow 

of their opinions about the state of affairs, raids, reports, letters and 
complaints of the people, em sociological research am! surveys Seen 4 very 

great deal here. Party organizations cust seke full use of them, bearing in 
mind Lenin's requirement for « director -- civing ome-two bours « day to checks. 


The tradition of visits by the directors of party, trade union, *omsomel, and 
workers seetings, end sessions of party committees Nes important signif icanc« 
im @onitoring execution amd in sesuring ties wich the seseee. They permit « 
director to simultaneously see problems, tmow public opinion and obtain a 
real picture of the way the adopted decisions are being carried out. 


The practice of receiving Pew rle & personal satters, seetings, comversations at 
the work site and familiarity with the peoples” living comditions are a tested 
method for strengthening the directors” ties with the seeses. In this reserd, 
it is important mot to simply establish shortcomings, as of tem occurs, but to 
find vweys to eliminate them without fail, imepire the people and demonstrat« 


the prospects. 


Not a single visit Sy the director of « work collective should occur without 
leaving « trace. If he encounters shortcomings, b« should see to their 
elimination; if a question is raised, he should give « tran reply to it 
end try to resolve the problem -- in any cvent, the questiomer should be 
satisfied. Meny leading comrades act this way i will cite an example.

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Nevertheless, we still cammot be satistied with the resuits. A system, per- 
sistence and clarity ate lacking and true silitancy is still not being sensed. 
Moreover, the effort is weatening Sere and there. 


The S@easures, which were adopted Sy the CPS. Central Committee to overcome 
J 


érunkenmmess and decrease the sale of alcohol, have been greeted with approval 
in work colle<t ;vee. 


Meamvbile, imepections ssow that the requirements of the anti-alcohol legis- 
lation om punishing drunkatGsare tar irom being tulfilled ewerywhere as they 
shouid be. An incomprehensible gentieness and leniency toward drunksris are 
being displayed in Valgaskiy and Kalininskiy rayons, Narva and several other 
places. 


Deere are still quite a few cases of drunkemmess and the appearance at work 
and at work sites in a drunken state. The sdministration and, yes, the social 
organizations of some enterprises are continuing to look at violations through 
their fingers. Often, they do not respond effectively even to police reports 
sdbout the detention of drunkarcs.

ur united political days have Secome an important method tor strengthening 
ties with the Rasees. 


they have already deen conducted for six years. ™ an say with complet« 
justification that « successful and lively form tor directots to communicate 
with the sasees Ses Seer found. it has tirely entered into our party practices 


and has completely fustified iteelf. At the same time, however, in strength- 
ening everything positive that Sas deen acquired by us, there is sense in 
examining bow to improve political days turther and raise their effect iveness. 
it seams that there are still quite a lew opportunitics bere. 


Firet, it is necessary to expand the sudiemce of the united political days 
considerably, tagiag inte account the fact that there are quite a tew collect- 
ives which we sti.l practically do sot reach and where political days are not 
conducted at all of extremely rarely. it is necessary to be sore bold in going 

emalil-size collectives in various institutions and service areas aid to 
youth,and to work gore ai the places where people live. We aust do this se 
that mot s single work collective remains on the sidelines of a political day 
ani outside its inf ivence. 


Second, in commection with this the question tamediately arises sbout expaading 
the staff of propaganda groups and involving an additional circle of people 

in political presentations. We have such «a reserve -- it is the so-called 
middle level director link which is still operating poorly during political 
cays. 


Thicd, the party's Central Committee, gorkoms an’ raykoms cust have « Sore 
omplete picture of how each political day has teken place, what sudience it 











embrace’, amd what categories were sot influenced by it. Today, we cannot 

Jo without such information from the spot end en analysis of it. it is simply 
necessar: im organizational gork. Every political day aust reach its logical 
enc, i.e. the soiving of qeestions that hawe been raised in the collectives. 
There gust be complete clarity on each question raised -- only in this event 
cam we talk about effectiveness and about strengthening the real returns fros 
political days. 


The experiemce of the Kokhtle-Yarves&iy, Kharyuskiy, Kheaepsalusikiy, and 
faplaskiy party raykoms in raising the inflwence of political days on the 
solution of urgent local questions deserves attention. Here, these questions 
are discussed in the buro and they are semt to a specific director for « solu- 
tion. Written information is requested from him comcerning what has boen under- 
taken both for the work collective, from where the question arose, and for the 
party raykom, which is monitoring the progress in implementing the proposals. 


Fourth, we showld think about bow to diversify the forms fos conducting politi- 
cal days. They should be comducted sore in the priazary cells of work collect- 
ivee-- brigades, sections, and tarms. People should be sesembled based on 
their interests. for example, why showld we not sssemble together certain 
categories from several organizations based on common questions’ Probably 
there is sense in assembling in advance questions, which interest peopic, 

in order to have an opportunity to give them « sore well-reasoned ceply. For 
example, the experience of G. Sarri, sinister of social security, end apperet 
workers in conducting ome-time meetings with the population, during which the 
different questions connected with improwing social security ere explained 

and the reception of citizems is arranged, deserves attention. 


Gur “forums” on television and “nicroforums™ on radio, which have already 
become traditions, are gemuine republicewide political platforms thai permit 
thousands and thowsands of people to participate actively in discussing state 
affaires. Owen bere, however, there are certain reserves for increasing their 
effectiveness. Ome must be concerned abowt improving the effectiveness of 
the brosdcasts, and inform people about the specific steps that have been 
taken both om private and local matters and for large-scale problems vhose 
solution perhaps requires « certain time. 


The same can aleo be sald about the open letter days that our republic party 
and rayon newspapers conduct. It has cegunm well, it is « useful action, and 

it is necessary to go further and expand i: primarily in depth, without dbecoe- 
ing especially enamored of the qualitative sspect and by the susber of seesures 
comiucted 


A wide circle of questions is usually raised on open letter days. if the 
nevepapers have arowsed the people's activity, they suet lead the operation 
which has Seen beaun to an emd, see to the solving of the questions that have 
been posed, mou.ior t+ constantly, and return to the old sddresses, that is, 
the editors must tune themselves 7rom the very beginning to the asin thing 

end the most difficult ome -- not the preparation and conducting of open letter 
days although this aleo, undoubtedly, requires no omall effort. The asin 

thing begins later. The people expect deeds--and we do not have a right to 
forget this. 





Lecture propaganda is an important seans of publicity and 2 seans for induc- 
trimating workers. The reorgenization of lecture work has beem begun in th 
republic based om the experiemce of the Kharkor party orget zation, whos 
essence consists of insuring the saxinum effect on economic and cultural con- 
struction practices. The thematic plannixe of work at the level of the lower 
collective has deem placed at its basis. As a rule, the thematic direction of 
lecture propaganda still does mot satisiy us. Take,for example, such Tallinn 
emierprises as the chemical pharegaceutical plant of the Grain Preduct Combing 
imemni V. Kingisepp. Here, sore than “0 percent of the entire rather solid 
volume of lectures presented were about fashions, humor, flowers, et«. (uee- 
tions comcerning international indoctrination, communist sorality and sc ienti- 
tic amd technical progress were explained significantiy sore seldom to the 
collectives by their own local lecturers, whose training lewel was significantly 
lower. The situation gust be radically changed. 


The forms for lecture propaganda also require improvement. it is good that 
the format of question and anewer evenings is being revived in the practices 
if party organizations. “Round table” discussions are becoming a new form +., 
publicity and for the sccustoming of workers to public affairs. The Plant 
imemi “NM. I. Kalinin, for example, conducted an interesting “round table”-- 
“The Economic Experiment in Action.” “Bound tables” are regularly conduc )iod 
for the different categories of workers in the Letomslanets Association -- 

on brigade contract problems, opem-pit sining, the prospects for expanding th« 
shale industry, and others. 


\ special cole in insuring publicitw i« being allotted te the mass informatica 
sedia. Here, we have begun to work Setter, cemerally speaking. The party sad 
political press sre informing the population about party life sore effectively; 
and racio and television are showing party work in 4 sore interesting manner. 
The mew journal, AYA PULSS, will undoubtedly bring quite a bit of bemefit in 
ounter- propaganda activity. However, there is still not the necessary «larity 
in much of the material that tells about the work of party and state baodics. 
The mechanion, dy which it is powesible to repeat it, is not revealed in the 
\ilustration of positive experience. As a rule, geneial tremds reach the 
reader, listener, and viewer. They talk showt what aust be sachiewed, but the 
Jiecussion concerns specific avetmes, forms and sethods of activity, i.«., 

the components of success in esch case, such gore seldoe. 


it is seceseary to sake comsiderabiy broader use of the central press, 
especially PRAVDA, PARTIYNUYU ZIIZN, POLITICHESKOYE SAMOOBRAZOVARIYE, and 

other publications of the CPSU Central Commitice, which continuously and broadly 
illuminate the experience of party work under the new conditions and the ways 
to realize the tasks that have been posed by the partys, in our practical work. 


The further improving of the training of leading cadre in accordance with the 
requirementsot the CPS. Central Committee has provided « sunber of posit iv« 
results for the Estonian SSK. The sumber of directors, who are studying in 
the Marxist-Leninist University, hase incressed considerably. A special branch 
has been opened in the “Marxist-Len! .st University for the directors of rayon 
agtoincustrial sesoc tations and their reserve. 
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The political training of the primary directors of work collectives is bx ing 
conducted in party and economic aktiv schools, which per*~ gorkem and rayhoe 
first secretaries conduct. "hese schools are operating .- 41] party committc 
and approximately 69 percent of the Leading rayon cadre at. studying in them. 


Nevertheless, we gust be more self-critical in ewaluating the training of 
directors. You see, it is mo secret t**" «ll of them hawe still mot cultivate 
@ seed to read systematically the worms. ot claseic “Merxist-Leaminst writ. «+, 
seldom use special literature, and do sot always kmow what is sew that is 
being dome in a branch, in the country and, at times, ewenm in the republic. 
Some even have 5s superificial attitude toward political documents -- basicaly 
& cursory reading without thought and the transfer of what has deem read int 


the language of specific tasks. 


We have quite a few directors who, knowing the theory of 2 question; the 
political lime; «ual the state of affairs on the spot and supporting what 1 
new and progressive with words, do not reslize these political requirement» 
im their activity with deeds. 


That is why we gust see to it that the schools and seminars become « plac: 
where the gost serious demand sot caly for self-education but aleo tor the 
without fail of the knowledge which has been acquired during the (raining 
process, is imposed on leading workers at all levels. 


The party's policy is explained by different mass political work measur«s, 
including informal personal contact with the people and political informe: 

ené agitator forces. Mestwhile, today, this is the weakest link in our pra 
tices. A considerable proportion of siddle level directors and communists 
remain on the sidelines of this task. Communisis represent only two-thirds o! 
ye owerall euaber of agitatcres and only « fourth of the brigade leaders «and 

tf cemem. All of the directors of agitation collectives are not even commeni«(s. 
‘) the Limaria Plant, for example, only half of the shop chiefs and seven of! 

the 41 foramen have an ideological comission. This is not an exception to 

the rule. 


We must sce to it that a director is always «4 politica! indoctrinator even 

when be is taking seasures which, at first glance, are only essentially ecomeni: 
metters. You see, « director spends so less than three-quarters of his wort 
time in contact with people, influencing them in a certain way. At times, 

this is significantiy sore effective than words from « rostrum. in so tar a» 

a director is well grounded in politics, just, knows how to listen to subor- 
dinates, delve into their seeds and concerns -- all of theese are indoctrina- 
tional categories. The unity of organizational, economic and ideological 

work, whose absence we sense 60 shutply, is composed of them to « great 
extent. 


Recently, the Estomian Communist Party Central Committee heard the report of 
A. Leos, sinister of the Estonian SSR food industry, sbout his work to improv: 
the work style of the ministry's apparatus and to increase the responsibility 

of personnel for the job entrusted to than. Serious shortcomings were revealed 
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@uring the discussion. fven political days are not mducted in the siniats 
apparatus. The last ome was 4 yeat ago. The party organization is al smndar- 
estimating the importance of political amd indoctrimationsal work. 2 
ed that people, who were sufficiently erudite amd matur. 
indoctrinationsl influence, were working in the collective. his is funda- 
sentally imcorrect. This is why it is mo accident that the sinistry’s reepeon- 
sible workers sto. aside from indoctrinationsal work in the branch’s« emter- 
prises. Within the sinistry, serious omissions exist in the direction of 
enterprises; losses from shortcomings, emberzlement and the damaging of sater- 
ial valuables have grown Guring recent year<; the targets for capital comsetruc- 
tice are mot being fulfilled; and errors exist in the selection and assign- 
ment of personnel. it is quite ewident that the wemkeming of political and 
infoctrinationsl work in the staff and the shortcomings in the style of leader- 
ship are playing a0 simor role here. The obliviowsemess to the primciple of the 
unity of inmdoctrinstionsal, organizational and economic activity has sewer led 
to good results. Formalion hinders us in indoctrimational work. They of tem 
try to create a far-flung network of sass agitation work in primary orgenize- 
tions, especially those few in sembers, without having the forces of opper- 
tumities for this. “Paper” and “report™ groups of speaters and political 
iaformers and agitation collectives are born in this way, om! indeed either 
they sor their directors can concretely perform their fumtioms. Let «es set 

de pedants. A full levy of ideological work activists at the lewel of each 
work collective is sot important for us -- especially om paper. We mead the 
work itself. It is mot important under what same an individual perform it. 

it is auch sore important that he be trained and work realistically, imepiring 
people to solve the most urgent problems of each wor) Llex tive.

The orgemization of sericus training, the defective inivreing and instruct im 
of oral agitation personne], and the development of specific reference points 
emt recommendations for them are an ergert task for party organizations. ins 
commection with this, the ideological asktiv schools must aleo siremathen their 
work. The work of the different links in oral agitation and propaganda needs 
better coordination. 


Perhaps, the fact that --with rere exceptionw:--mase political work is directed 
toward rearing an “average” end “abstract™ individual and is conducted without 
cousidering the distinctive features of the different catesorics, is the reason 
for the lowering of its effectiveness. Differentiated and individeslized wort 
is prectically virgin land for us. 


We conducted « series of seminars with the ideoloxical aktiv of the different 
breaches that hed shifted to work under the conditions of the experiment. This 
work will be continued. However, both party gorkome and raykoms cust meet 
seperately once a year with the ideological sktiv of eciemtific and cultural 
ipetitutions, crestive unions, training establishments, trade, howsing opere- 
tiem edwinistrations, etc. You see, it is understandable that the work with 
directors, engineer technical workers, foremen, Sr igad«e leaders and highly 
qualtfied and little qualified workers quest be conducted differ atly -- in 
different directions and using different forms. Work with novices, women 
having young children, youth, and retirees living in hostels woequirs s especial 











approach. it is secessary to work specially with people whe are inclined to 
violate the lew and abuse alcohol, with beliewers, and with people whe ar« 
subject to the influence of bourgeois propaganda. 


tt is aleo necessary to point out that attention toward counter- propagends 
matters has been recently strengthened on the part of ideologica! inet ituetions, 
especially the sass intormation media. 


However, it is necessary to talk directly sbowt our still existing shortcomings. 
The counter-propagands groups of soviets, which have been crested in part, 
committees, sinistries and departments, in large emterprises and on tarms, 

ate still working poorly. “emy expect detailed instructions from above and 
obeerve little in the processes that are occuring inside the collective itselt! 
am in the comduct and oriemtation of its individual members. 


Today, ewerything that contradicts the sores of socialist society aust receiv 
an immediate, highly principled and fitting rebuff. This, howewer, is mot 
enough. The asin thing is thet we cust performs our job so that undesired 
paenomensa are forestalied. in this, we gust meke better use of the exper ion. 
of the Ukrainian party organization, which has been approved by the CPS! 
Central Committee. 


All of the work to strengthen ties with the assesses and for political indoctrine- 
tion in the republic aust be conducted with « consideratico= jor the popu lation'+ 
multinational composition. for this, we must insure in every way possible th. 
broad participation of workers of 411 aationalities in the ssmagement of publi: 
and state affairs. This will indeed contribute to the deepening of soc ialixt 
democracy. We must strengthen in every way possible the unity and (riemdshi, 

of Soviet peoples, increase the standards of intercourse between sationslitics, 
expend the process of sutually emriching cultures, and raily sult inat ional 
collect ives. 


Alomg with this, howewer, it is especially important to schiewe among the 
indigenous pop: lation an awareness of the inseparabdility of the Estonian 
people's historical fute from the development and strengthening of the Sovict 
state -- the Union of Soviet Secialist Republics -- and the great Russian 
people, the need to increase the republic's contribution to the country's 
unified national economic complex, 4 correct vaderstanding of 6) ec ialization 
and cooperation matters in the economy, and the strengthening of att ont ion 
toward the study of the Russian language a6 4 means of international inter- 
course.

The CPSU Central Committee decree points out that the leeding cadre have 

been called upoe to steadfastly master the ecomomt« and indoctrinational wort 
experience that has been accumulated in the other union republics The 
costiguous bond of working collectives with related enterprises and organiza- 
tiems in the Russian federation has enormous significscce for these purposes. 
These bomds, however, sz< still being developed slowly ani aeny large enter- 
prises still do aot have these bonds.

Bonds often have a formal character and all of the work boils down to the 
summing up of competition results. Cooperation, exchsage of experiences and 
their incorporation within preduction end, moreover, into public, party aad 
ideological work are forgotten. What is worst of al) -- the bomds conmtribet« 
little to expending contact practices between the ast ionslit ies. 


Generally spesking, directors are still being poorly inmwolwed ia internat ional 
imdoctrimation. Practically some of them are among the propagandists, lect- 
urers ead political informers who specialize in these satters. 


in improving international indoctrination, it is necessary in the future to 
take concrete steps fram an swareness of its importance toward the practical 
realization of isternmationslist principles. 


It is necessary to see to it that such ecomomic categories a6 the fulf iliment 
of delivery plans; product quality; the increase in the contribution of the 
republic's workers to the country’s enified aationsal economic complex; and th« 
expansion, deepening ami intensification of production, scientific amd cultur- 
al beads with the collectives of related enterprises in ther union republics 
be perceived by everyoue as political and soral categorice and as the standard 
for the interastions! comfuct of each worker. 


In the work of forming an internstions! consciousness ami comfuct, it is secese- 
ary to stress in the future the expansion of comtact practices between nat ion- 
alities, during which the formation of the beet qualities of an internat ions!- 
ist ami patriot occurs. 


As is known, astions! feelings are installed during « person's very first 
years of life, i.e., im the family. it is im the family that these feelings 
often receive a one-sided development. from this comes the special role ani 
responsibility of imdoctrinstors in preschool establishments amd teachers in 
primary classes who gust aake up for what hes sot been dome and form «2 senex 
of belonging to the fratermsl family of Sowlet peoples in children. That is 
why it is arcessary to engage in 4 very seric’* c*eenmer in training preschoo! 
establishmenc indoctrinastors ami also teachers appropriately for their wort 
with children, and yes, with parents. 


The Tartu State University, the pedagogical institute, pelagogical schools, 
the Scientific Research Institute for "edagogice, the NYL“QQUDE YPETAYA 
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newspaper, amd magazine aust taprove aml intensify their 
work im this direction under the lescership of the Ministry of “ducation ani 
Ministry of Higher ami Secomdary Specialized Education. No effet of resourc« 
must be spared here. 


When speaking about stremgtheming ties with the sasses, one gust especially 
simgle out the question of ties with youth. They are our successas,ani vhat 
kind they will be depemis « great desl on how we work with thee sow and how 
solid is theirs work end class training. in order for the training to be strom, 
party organizations saat directors aust work with the younger gemeration com- 
tiguously and purposefully, working indefatigably amt without substituting any 
meetings amd decrees for this work. 


if ome states in « thesis format the tasks that are facing ws in the area of 
stremgtheming ties with youth, they boil down to the following: 


— firet of all, we gust be amomg youth comsiderably sore, smow their wants 
ani goods, react to them better, end earn the trust of the young people. The 
fact that the sumber of presentations to young sudiences has grown recently 
is, dy iteel!, umterstandasiec and good; however, it is extremely necessary 
for us to see to it that the inflvemce of these presentations resches each 
senior claseman and student and that the other diverse forms of personal con- 
tact with youth ace used as fully as possible. 


~~ all of us must be pore comcerned about the working ond living comdition of 
youth. There is « wealth of work here. For example, this year sot 4 singi« 
party gorkom or craykom exatined the question of working in bostels where, 

im identally,. tensof thowsands of our young workers ant students live. 


— We Gust pose the question so that esch director will be responsible for 
how young gen and women spend their free time. We have fust discussed this 
problem in the republic aktiv; however | would like to recall omce again that 
the gost importent task here is the politicization in every way possible of 
all the seasures that are comducted for youth. 


The strategic directions in the work of party organizations and directors at 
ali lewels is to increase exactingness on them and to raise their reseponsi- 
bility for the task entrusted to them, showing the trust in youth, which is 
so important for them. Of course, this requires time and effort and «4 lot 
of it. However, perhaps it is possible to comsider this when we are talking 
about the indoctrination of our successors. 


it is impossible to owerlook the work of the sowlets when talking aivut the 
need to strengthen ties with the masses. It is the deputies who, as cepresent- 
atives of the Sroed sasees and as the elected representatives of the people, 
must be closest of ali to the people, kmow their needs and express their 
interest. We have 11,000 deputies in the republic's local soviets. This is

authority om the spot. it is they who are required to help the deputics to 
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fulfill those instructions, which have Seem given to them, amd satisty thx 
requests and proposals which the electors semd to them. 


The systematic and regular reporting of the deputies to the people, the 
reception of woters directly in work collectives, smd travelling commissions 
sessionus in enterprises -- these and other work forms help to stremgthen tics 
with the gasses. it is necessary to use these forms sore widely and sore fre- 
qventiy. The asin thimg is to sake this informal. 


The trade enions are the largest case public organization which by ite very 
mature is very closely commected with the workers. Party organizations inpic- 
ment their policy among the working sesees and increase the work activity of 
collectives through the communists who work in trade unions. 


Trade union committee sembers gust kmow the needs of the people amd their sw 
better; be at work sites, hotels and rest places sore often; amd be comerte- 
eé about improving work and living comditioms ami expending artistic creativity, 
physical culture and sports -- that is, work among people ani for people, def end 
their interest in a highly principled manner, anc watch out for the exact 
obeervaence of labor ‘eqisilat ion. 


The branch committees of the trade unions showld pose urgent questions to th« 
party tedies and work in closer comtact with sinietrics and departments, 
especially in solving social problems amt the comstruction of howsing rest 
bases and Plomeer camps. 


Elections and reports are now taking place im the trade union. Party organ- 
izations gust recommend sere active commeniet aad Koemecomol members to the 
staff of trede union committees and raise their responsibility for their wor’ 
im the trade unions, comsidering it an important party aseigaument. 


The reports end elections which heave been begun in the republic's party organ- 
ization, gust contribute a areat deal to the task of strengthening the party's 
ties with the masses. 


Teday*s campaign to hear reports ant comdéuct elections is 2 special ome. It 
is taking place om the frontier between two five-year plans and during the re- 
organization of the entire work area in light of the decisions of the April 
1965 CPSU Central Committee Plemum. The preparations for the 27th party 
comgress are its core and directing principle. 


Problems comcerning scientific and techmical progress, which have « compictely 
comcrete aspect in each work collective, im each city end in each rayon, have 
been mowed to the center of attention of the large pre-congress discussion. 


During the seetings and copieremces, it is seceseary to see to it that a6 aany 
communists a6 possible avail themselves of the right to vote, share their

Criticism shewid 
scesound in full woice especially when the talk comcerns the fulfillment of 
regulation requirements, the eradication of ociemanagement, sluaggishness in 
thisking, the lack of organization,and drunkenness. It is necessary to pre- 
ceed from te fat that criticiem from below anid the level of its sharpaces 
ate trve indicstersct the political health of the party organizations an’ an 
expression of trust in communists. 


The broader participation of sinistry and department directors ‘1 the campaign 
to hear reports amd comduct elections is required. It is very important for 
the directors of republic bodies to know what criticism addressed at thee is 
being expressed in the localities amt for them to take seasures in a timely 
fashion to correct the state of affairs. 





The strengthening of the party's ties with the aseses and the izprovement of 
political and indoctrinations! work showld be certainly reflected in increas- 
img the economy's effectiveness and in specific economic deeds. in spesking 
about this, Comrade Vayno dwelt in particular om today’s bottlenecks in the 
mationsi ecomomy. Generally spesking, the republic's industrial sector is 
fulfilling the plans; however, state discipline is still mot at the required 
lewel. Ewery enterprise is still mot fulfilling its comtract obligations ia 
@ stable manner from month to month for the sale of products to consumers. 
Commitments to save fuel api heat are sot being fulfilled. It is necessary to 
take additional steps, the situation om the railroad is alarming. At the 

same time that «4 qumber of industrial enterprises are experiomcing difficult tos 
in dispatching prepared products, dozens of freight cars stem idle await ing 
unloading. 


The preperatory work for the summer-winter season is still being conducted 
slowly. The situation in Tallin and Kharyyuskiy and Yygevasikiy rayons i+» 
especially unsatisfactory. Haggiing is still taking place between the lallian 
end Tartu Gorispolkoms and Estonglavenergo about 27 kilometers of heating lines 
which tawe turmet owt to be “wnowned™. Comrade A. Osman, Kh. Lomi end SN. “reynan 
have known for «4 lomg time that this question gust be solwed sooner of later. 
Why drag it out until winter and until the threst of am accident’ ¥. tks, 

the sinister of sowsing and sunicipal services showld not stani on the side 
limes here. Owring the summer, Estomglavenergo repeatedly broke the promised 
periods for repairing the asin heating networks aade to the capital's people. 
This caused lom interruptions in the supply of hot water and naturally dis- 
satisfaction amomge the people. The procurement end hauling of firewood for 

the population in order to fill the shortage of peat briquettes, have practicei- 
ly mot been started. 


Soviet end economic directors must immediately put an end to attitudes «” 
complacency and smugness. All of the asin preperatory work for the fa.) aad 
winter period showld be unconditionally completed by the siddle of September. 


Generally spesking, the «tate of affairs in agriculture is not taking shape 
bedly. However, sot allusions to difficulties and objective reasons but 
persistent work, initiative and « creative attitule towerd the task are required 
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from each participant in the harwesting of the creps under today’s harvest ing 
comditions where there is 4 grest desl of treated and wet grain crops. Wheress 
they began the harvesting in a timely fashion in Kharyyuckiy and Kokht la- 
larves&iy rayons, estadlished strict comtrel ower work quality from the very 
titet days, amd took steps to decrease losees in all links of the harvest ing 
comveyor lime trom the field to the warehouse, they were late in beginning 

the harvesting of the erain on 4 qumber of farms in Rakvereskiy and Vyruskiy 
rayons. They dragged out the preperation of the drying equigment in Pylvasiiy 
amd Raplaskiy rayons. The expansion of the autumn plowing is being conducted 
at low rates is lyeeveskiy, ‘alagaskiy and Pyarmeskty rayons. 


Today, the attention of the farners towsrd the laying-in of grass fodder 
should not be weakened Sut stremgthenmed. The farms, which are lagging Sehia‘, 
should se sken under strict control, helped with equipment sad people, snd 
auerdianship over thee by progressive farms should be organized. The rayon 
agtoindustrial association should aleo take the safekeeping and the quality 

of the fodder under strict coatrel. 


During the months remaining until the end of the year, we should build a fire 
bese for the successful start of the Lith Five-Year Plan. “any work collect- 
ives have joined the initiative of the workers in the AvievAl Preduction Assoxc- 
lation to greet the 2/th party comgress in a fitting sanmer. The workers in 
the enterprises imeni ¥.

(Yext--Adrgenpress. After discussing iaprovements in the recultivation of land 
in the republic, the Comsission on Problems of the Agroinédustrial Complex, 
Presidium of the Armenian SSR Council of Ministers noted that notwithstanding 
sessures that have deen taken, the situaticn remains unsatisfactory. The 
ArSSR Ministry of the Construction Materials Industry, Ministry of Industrial 
Comstruction acc the Ministry of Agriculture are reclaising land at a slow 
rate. What is sore, on ' July the Ministry of Highvay Construction and 
Maintenance, the Ministry of the Fruit and Vegetable Industry, Arateveteect 
(Main Aé@ministration of Armenian Nonferrous Metallurgy) an¢ Glavarevodstroy 
(Main Administration for the Construction of Armenian Water Managesent 
Pacilities) had not taplesented plans indicated for 1985. Various 
organizations completed these works by only 62 percent in * years of the five- 
year plan. 


Some sinistries an¢ departeents, after obtaining the necessary areas for 
sining construction saterials, for construction and other purposes, do not 
Gevote proper attention to the restoratian of the land and to returning it to 
agricultural circulation and the rayon Soviets of People’s Deputies to sot 
ezercise strict oversight. 





Im its decree, the comsission articulated the task of the corresponding 
gsinistries and departeents: to take iaesediate steps to complete the 
recultivation of the land in 1955 and the five-year plan as a whole. The 
Ministry of Agriculture is ordered to sccelerate the inventory of dapagec land 
and on this basis to compile « plan for the recultivation of land under the 
12th Five-Year Plan. ArSSR Gosplan, together with interested organizations, 
is directed to discuss questicns pertaining to the utilization of soll strata 
and inert saterials of sand quarries in the Ararat Valley and to determine the 
volume of work in the future five-year plan dy custac. 


The commissica also discussed the work of the Martuninskiy RAPO [rayor agro 
industrial association) to iaprove the econoey of sovkhozes operating at « 
loss or at « low profitability level. 








The RAPO Council and the enterprise «nc organizations comprising it performed 
& certain agount of work after the May (1982) Plenum of the CPSd Central 
Committee and the June Plenusm of *he Armenian CP Central Comaittee to 
strengthen the economy of sov«hotes operating at «a loss or at « low 
profitability level. Thus, Setween ‘#52 and 1954 the ylel¢ of individual fare 
crops rose, silk production increase<. quality was igproved on same sovkhotes 
and the volume of agricultural output supplied to the state expanded dy 20 
percent. Work has Seen performec to sevelop the filmed capital of sovkhozes, 
to bwlld production, cultural and service facilities. The suster of sovkhozes 
operating at a loss has declinec anc their total incape has risen. 


The commission noted at the same tige that there are still serious 
shortcansings anc asissions in the effort of the Cowmell of the Martuninexiy 
RAPO to iaprove the ecomosy of sovkhozes operating at a loss or at a low 
profitability lewel. Specific seasures are not DdDeing taken to laprove the 
quality of output of crop production and anisal husdendry, to fulfill plans 
for securing the sverage yiel¢ of fara crops an¢ to realize planned profits. 
Thus, for exagple, rayon sovkhozes in '982 harvested '5S centners instead of 
178 centners per hectare according to plan; in 1984--1'5.4 centners instead 
of 20. The yielé of annual grasse was 20.5 centners instead of 31; perennial 
grasses--'5.2 instead of 29. Even though the rayon as a whole fulfilled the 
quote for silk ylel¢ per cow, this figure was 416 «llograms lower than the 
republic average; the number of calves per ‘00 cows was 75 instead of 50. 


As a result of the unsatisfactory pratuction sctivity of sovkhosges, the plan 
for gress agricultural output in '95% was fulfilled dy 95 percent; the 
shortfall in output was by 509,000 rubble. 


The level of sanagesent on sovehotes is low; lador, saterial and financial 
rescurces are not effectively utilized; aaterials and ammey are squandered; 
there are overruns an¢ unproductive expenditures. Sot a single sovkhor in the 
rayon has instituted progressive Lador organitation and wages sor is any 
sovkhos applying internal cast sccounting.- 


The commission instructed the “artuninskiy SAPO Council to develop and 
implement prectical ecomamic anc organizational seasures, to strengthen the 
ecomany of sovkhoses operating at « loses and at « low profitability level, to 
@liginate the indicated shortcomings and to increase the effectiveness of 
production. 


Appropriate recommendations were sate to the republic Ministry of Agriculture 
and the ispolkam (executive committee) of the Martuninskiy Bayon Soviet of 
People’s Deputies. In particular, seasures are taken to elisginate 
shortcomings in the activity of the Martunine«<iy BAPO, to increase its 
effectiveness, to laprove the work of sovehotes operating at @ loss or ata 
low profitability level, to strengthen their ecomamy, and to fulfill plans for 
1985 and the '!th Five-Year Plan as « whole. [It is also recommended that cach 
sovkhos carry out specific seasures to Sulld production, cultural and service 
facilities specified in the '!'tn Five-Year Plan; that the number of aniea!l 
husbandry installations an sovkhozes be expanded and that the productive flac 
capital of sovkhozes be increased thereby creating favorable comditians for 
the developement of production. 








Ispolkoms of the Aniys«iy Bayon, village and settlement Soviets of Peoples 
Deputies, the B/PO Council, Kolxhoges and sovkhotes have recently carried out 
& certain amount of work to igprove the activity of personal hous@iol¢ picts 
of «olxhot workers. sovkhot Slue and white-collar workers, anc other 
citizens. In '95%, the sumbder of personal hous@old plots increased dy ‘77 
Compared with the first year of the flve-year plan; persomal pilots were 
expancec. Cattle om personal household plots increased by 27 percent, 
including a '5 percent increase in cows. 


However, discussion of the question revealed that the ispolkom of the Aniys«iy 
Rayon Soviet of Peoples Deputies and the RAPO are still sot satisfactoriiy 
Sealing with the development of the personal hous@iold plots of «ol«hoz 
workers, Sluecollar workers, white-collar workers, anc other citizens; with 
iaproving the faraiang of these plots; and with increasing agricultural 
proéguction. 


Notwitnstanding the increase in the sumber of certain types of privately owned 
livestock, there are still sumerous «<olkhos vorwers, Sluecollar cmd white 
collar workers who ¢o sot seep livestock. The potential of personal household 
Plots is mot Deing fully utilised. Bayon Kkolkhozes and sovkhozes are not 
raising young livestock and poultry in sufficient sumber to permit their sale 
to Kolkhos workers, Sluecoller and whitecoallar workers. 


The commission ordered the ArSS® Ministry of Agriculture, the Aniyskiy Payor 
Soviet of Peoples Deputies and the BAPO Soviet to eliginate shortcamings in 
the developeent of the personal household plots of Kola>hos vorkers, sovkhos 
dlue and white-collar workers, and other citizens. It also ordered that «))- 
round seasures Se ta*en to increase the production of agricultural protects, 
especially livestock products, om these plots anc their sale to the state. 


The sitting also discussed other questions on which the corresponding 
Gecisions and recanmendations vere sede.

The APO's autonomy should be 
increased to rid its operation of excessive paper work and fruitless seet ings. 


Guided by decisivons of the April 1965 CPSU Central Committee Plenur and pre- 
cepts of the conference in the CPSU Central Committee on the problems of accel- 
erating scientific end technical progress, it is necessary to expend greatly 
the work on introducing into production the achievements of science, sdvanced 
experience and progressive technologies for cul*ivating end harwesting crops, 
and to iseprove planning and senagement of the technical process. Special 
attention is directed to the need for absolute eradication of conservatisn in 
the use of cotton-picking sachines end for substantia! increase in the level 
of mechanization in the picking work. 


Party obkoms and oblast executive committees, the Agriculture, Fruit and Veg- 
etable Industry and Lend Reclamation and Vater Resources “inistries, the State 
Committee for the Supply of Production Equipment for Agriculture, and other 
ministries and departments of the agro-industrial complex, are charged with 
increasing assistance to APO's in solving the problems of planning for funds, 
reallocating a part of resources and capital investments, a5 well aos in exer- 
cising the other rights seccorded to the associations. 





The results of processing the 195+ raw-cottom harwest were examined. The 
switch to sccepting raw cotton and paying farms for it on the basis of fiber 
content and quality, end other seasures for increasing production, reducing 
losses and improving cotton quality, adopted pursuant to « resolution of the 
CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of “Ministers, permitted increasing 
the joint accountability of cotton-raising farms and enterprises of the cotton- 
ginning industry. A procedure for the purchase of waluable raw cotton wes 
substantially established, and the seriows defects and negative developeents 
that previously occurred in appraising the quantity and quality of proffered 
cotton are being elisninated. 


In 1964, 59 percent of the raw cotton accepted was of the first grades, and 
2.+ times less fourth quality was purchased than in 1983. Waste fibers in the 
érying and ginning shops amounted to four times less than in the preceding 
season. After completing the processing, it is ultimately expected to obtain 
almost 100,000 tons sore fiber than from the 198) crop. As a whole, the in- 
dustry has received 100 sillion rubles in profit for the season. 


At the same time, the sew system of accepting and paying for raw cotton re- 
vealed s number of significant defects existing in relations between the fares 
and cotton eilis in orgenizing the storage and processing of raw cotton. in 
this commection, the central committee buro has recommended that the Gosplan 
[State Planning Committee!], the Ministry of Agriculture, the State Committee 
for Labor and Social Problems, the Urbekkhlopkomash [Uzbek Cotton Machinery! 
Association, the Central Scientific Research Imstitute for the Cotton-Cianing 
Industry and party obkoms examine the pressing problems of further leproving 
the organization of purchasing, storing and processing cotton, and take the 
actions necessary to eliminate the defects end sake timely preparations for 
accepting the new crop. 


The central committee bero heard « report of the results of Usbek athletes’ 
performance in the First All-Union fouth Games, dedicated to the 40th enni- 
versary of the Soviet People’s victory in the Great Patriotic Var. The per- 
formance of the republic's sationsl teams in the games is considered 
wnsatisfactory. Serious deficiencies and owersights in the work to develop 
mass physical culture and improve the proficiency of athletes have been pointed 
owt to the Sportkomitet [Committee for Physics! Cultere and Sports|], Ussovprof 
[Uzbek Trade Unions Council], the Uzbek LES™ [Leninist Communist Youth League] 
Central Committee and « sumber of sinistries and departments. Party coe- 
mittees and the executive committees of locel sowlets have been chargeé with 
tightening control cwer the ectivity of physical culture organizations, 050

and olympic centers, and increasing the accountability of their staffs for the 
matters with which entrusted.

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party views the gemeral intensificatia of the satianal eoomasy a5 4 seans 
the further increase in the well-deing and saterial and cultural standard 
living of the Soviet people. This is a complex task. It includes the 
implementation of the Food Progras, the rapid isprovesent of group *s" 
sectors, the echiever @t of serious progress in the production of consuser 
goods, the expansian of their asscrte@ent and the isprovement of quality. The 
of the Capeunist Party and the Soviet state is iebved with concern 
the individual. Our country has great saterial and spiritual resources 
on of the thoroughly and hareaqmically developed personality.

ESSAYS ON PAMIR NEGLECT TO MENTICN RUSSIAN CONTRIDUTIONS

“The Pamir: Pages of History”) 


[Text] From time immemorial the Pamir has attracted the attention of the 
scholarly world. Sussian scholars and orientalists laid ti foundation of 
research of this sountainous region in the second half of the 19th century. 
But sore comprehensive and profound research of the Pamir in its historical 
ethnographic, archaeological, anthropolegical and linguistic contexts 
became possible only in the Sowiet period. it began with the yeare-long 
work of the Tajik-Pamir Expedition. Aside from the fact that 4 preat 
volume of research of early times was devoted to the Pamir, it is «till 
considered a little-studied region. For example, until sow there has not 
been an anhewer to the question of why Gorno-BSadakhshansk Autonomous Oblast 
is called the Pamir. 


A qualitatively sew stage in the research of the Pamir Gas been reached 
since the early 1980's. At thet time the Pamir Commission for the 
Coordination of Owerall Research of the Gorno-Sedakhshansk Autonomous 
Oblast (GCBAO) in various disciplines of the humanities was created in the 
Presidium of the Tatik SSR Academy of Sciences. Then the Commission 
decided to publish « vearly serial collection, “Pamirovedenive” [Panir 
Studies), dedicated to the history, archeseclogy, ethnography, linguistics 
and folklore of the Gorno-Bedakhshansk Actonomous Oblast. And here the 
first iseve of “Pamirovedeniye,” the first result of the aforement ioned 
commission's activities, is presented for the reader's judy ent. 


The collection (with Corresponding Member of the Tajik SSR Academy of 
Sciences A.M. Mukhtarov as editor-in-chief) opens with an introduction 
which tustly affirms, “The Pamir highlands were not isolated from the 
outeide world, and the history of this mountainous state was tied to the 
richest areas of the ancient world--Bekhtria and Sogdianaya, Fergana and 
Semirech’ye, Eastern Turkestan and India--by thousands of threads, and its 
peoples meade a huge contribution to Central Asian and human culture for 
thousands of years.” The collection consists of three sections (history, 
archaeclogy, and ethnography and art history). However, its contents are 
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far more wide-ranging. ‘[t includes 1% articles, each of which embraces 
a large chronological period--from the Stome and Bromze Ages to the later 
Middle Ages--but none of them include our own time. 


The “History” section opens with an article by A.M. Mukhterov, “A Coliect ion 
of kistorical Sowrces on the GBAO Territory.” Under the leadership of 

the author himself, dozens of inscriptions on stone zad rock dating frome 
the 18th to the 20th centuries were discowered and collected by specialists. 
With A.M. Mukhtarov’s article the organically related works of N. Kasymov, 
Sh. Yusupov, R. Odilbekowaya, EK. Elchibekow and §. Nazarovaya are also 
published here. They are about the study of epigraphic sonuments of the 
lamir, questions regarding the history of the liquidation of the Darvazek 
Khante and the inclusion of its territories in the Sukhar emirate, and the 
status of trade in Western Pamir. 


1.¥. Pwankow’s article The Askataks: the Scythians and the Western 
Caspian” also belongs to the historical section of the collection. Sased 

on the works of antique and comtemporary researchers, it reaches the 
conclusion that the people of the Caspian, or Kaspirs, dating from the 6th 
to let centuries 3.C., inhabited a very large territory in the center of « 
vast @ountainows state on the juncture of Hindukush, Pamir-Altay, fare-Sorun 
and the Hisalayas. Sedakhehan, the Pyandsh-Vakhan Valley, Chitral, Gilgit 
and Kasheir aleo entered into it. 


This collection speaks to both the specialist and the inquisitive reader. 
l. Mukhiddinovw’s research, summarized in the "National Agricultura! 
Calendar,” is curious. In olden times this calendar regulated all the 
cycles of agricultural work in the entire year and was used by the 
inhabitants of the Pamir right wp to collectivization in the GBAD. The 
topicality end scientific significance of I. Mukhiddinow's article lies 

in the fact that the “Calendar,” which was handed over from generation to 
generation only orally and in our day is preserved in the semories of only 
a very few old-timers, bas been recovered from the past as « part of the 


spiritual legacy. 


Research in the field of Pamir philology, which defines the basic stages 
of ite development, is summarized in the collection. 


And yet, in our view, the collection suffers from substantial shortcomings. 
Why wes « place not found in it for « historical sketch of the scientific 
expeditions end trips of Russian researchers to Pamir’ For the very 
foundation of the study of Pamir was laid precisely by Swxstan researchers. 


Pectual inaccuracies aleo heve been permitted. For example, the intro- 
duction reports that in 1972 « scientific expedition to Pamir took place, 
headed by 0.A. Fedchenko (that is, A.P. Fedchenko’s wife). It is vell-knamn, 
however, that there was so such expedition. The ecientific expeditions 
under A.?. Fedchenko’s leadersuip took place in 1870-71, when together with 
his wife he was the first among Russian researchers to be in Eastern Pasir 
and study it. N.A. Severteev traveled sround Pamir not only in 1978, but 
also in 1977. Concerning the 188) expedition, it was led ty Captain 
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Putyato, and its staff included sowntain engineer D.L. Ivanow and the 
topographer N.A. Senderskiy; there were sot two independent expeditions 
(ome headed by Putyato, the other by Ivanov), as is aseerted in the 
introduction to the collectics. 


Articles by several of the suthors sre not dewoid of « few inaccuracies. 
Thus, sot all of the inscriptions in the articles of N. Kasymow and 5S. 
Tusupov ere accurately translated into Russian. As another example, \. 
Nazerova’s article is dedicated to the activities of the “Russian Committes 
for Stwéying Central and East Asia.” However, in it she speaks only sbout 
two members of the Committee. 


We would have liked to see « series of articles which were truly ecient if- 
ically based and argued, precisely expressing the point of view of the 
suthors. 


In our view, it is expedient to enlist prominent specialists and the Panir 
scholars of Moscow, Leningrad end our republic for the publication of 
future collections of “Paesircvedenivye.”™

|Text) A wkase of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet 
om intensifying the struggle against drunkenness has now 
been in effect for almost } months. As « result of the steps 
taken, the sales of alcoholic beverages have decreased 
significantiy. Set are all officials who are called upon 
to enforce the ukase fulfilling their duties efficiently 
and conscientiously’ Letters from readers and the results 
of police inspections indicate that unfortunately, there 
ere still many viclations occurring. Especially in trade 

in alcohol. Our correspondent took part in ome of the 
surprise inspections conducted by workers of Nevskiy Rayon's 
Internal Affairs Administration. 


A truck carrying vodka was being unloaded behind Store No 78, 33 Narodnay* 
Street. The entrance to the wine department was closed, but behind its doors 
workers were stacking boxes of alcohol. They're getting ready for the day's 
business, we decided. In the seantine an extremely self-assured young san 
walked into « shed zod returned « sinute later with « emile on his face. 


“Excuse ae.” we stopped him. “are you an employee of the store?” 

“No. | just sort of walked in.” 

“And what is thet beneath your sweater” 

Under his belt was « bottle of vodka, just acquired in the store. The police- 
man pleced ©. ™. Rakhimow ender arrest and told hie to name the worker who 
sold him the bottle, but Rakhimow categorically refused. Thus a record of 
evidence had to be drawn uw on the director of Store No 78, A. EK. Eharasov. 
“Well, thanks « lot. you head to bring them here’” the director exclaiaed when 


we entered his office together with the arrested man. As it turned out, 
Rakhimov and Eharasov were well secquainted with each other. 
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The director did have something to be distressed about. An sdministrative 
commission of the rayon executive committee fined hie SO rubles. 


Things were even worse at Store No | of the Newskiy Rayon Food Trade 
Organization, where alcohol was being sold before two in the afternoon. Ne 
matter how workers L. NS. Markewich, +. P. Mitwakin and V. D. Razumovekiy tried 
to excuse their actions, the illegal sales of wine and vodha were obvious, 

and they recurred on different days. There was good reason that the store's 
assistant director A. |. Tsibizow had to face the administrative commission 
for these violations. 


lllegal trade in wine was also carried on in stores No 11, 4} and 72 of the 
same rayon trade organization. The desire to illegally make « few rubles 
or complete the commodity turnover plan by improper means turns out to be 
#0 strong that trede employees sometimes ignore the rules set by law. 


The surprise inspection showed that professional trade emplovees are not the 
only omes engaging in illegal dealings in wine. “Not a1! that rarely, the 
function of selling alcohol is also appropriated by amateur peddlers. Or 
to put it more siaply. speculators. 


At about sidnmight five persons were taking a stroll in the square opposite 

the post office motor pool of the Leningrad City Production-Technical Adsinistra- 
tion (4 Matisow Lane). Sut their “stroll” was accompaniec by some business 

om the side, and all were caught red-handed. S$. N. Aleksandrov, 4 welding 
student from « Baltic plant. sold a bottle of vodka worth 5 rubles WO kopecks 
for 10 rubles, and another bottle hidden away for another sale was confiscated 
from his girlfriend '. V¥. Kapustina. At 40 minutes after midnight Ye. L. 
Yegorov, an installer from Construction and Installation Adsinistration No | 
of Lentelefonstroy Trust, A. V. Plotchenko, a fitter from the Kirovskiy 

Zavod Association, and VY. V. Dem’ yanenko, an electrician from the city of 
Makeyevka, Dometsk Oblast. were doing « brisk business, selling wine worth 

3} rubles 10 kopecks for 5 rubles. The results were deplorable for the 
“entrepreneurs.” CEapustina’s dealings cost her a fine of 60 rubles, and the 
others were fined 70 rubles each. 


Lively nighttime trade aiso went on in the right-benk market (16 Dybenko Street). 
Here the “businessmen” used cars, both private and state vehicles, so that 

they could disappear sore easily in case anything showld happen. But they 
were unable to get away. A. \. Gryziov, s repairman from Lenremchas, was 
arrested at 11 at night for selling a bottle of vodka for 11 rubles (he was 
punished by a fine of 100 rubles). The same penalty was levied upon A. V. 
Ivanov, a driver from the Rudgeofizika Scientific-Production Association, 

for selling a bottle for 10 rubles, A. A. Rumyantsev, a fitter from Spetstrans 
Motor Pool No 2, was caught 50 sinutes after midnight selling “Kizlyarskove™ 
wine worth 4 rubles for 10 rubles at his “trading post™ (he was fined 80 
rubles). and 10 minutes later ¥. A. Khwostov, a “wholesaler” from the Leningrad 
Scientific Research Institute of Chemical Machine Building drove up, end was 
arrested after selling a lot of three bottles for 30 rubles ‘he was fined 

100 rubles). 
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The surprise inspection was coming to an end. This was ome of many that are 
regularly comducted by the police. As with all previows inspections, it 
demonstrated that there are still many viclations in the alcohol trade, and 
that mot all people wet understand all the responsibility they bear for 
drunkenness and promoting drunkenness. And the punishments they got were 
severe. All of the violators named here had to appear before the rayon 
executive committee's administrative commiss.on, 411 had to pay their fines, 
and the actions of all were made public at their places of work. And the 
labor collectives will assess their actions accordingly. There will be no 
mercy for drumzards and their accomplices.

That’s the Way It's Done Today’ 


If ome were to take «a map of Gomel Oblast and asark the route traveled by the 
inspection team as it werified obserwance of the rules of wine and vodka trade, 

it would look like a tight-wowen spiderweb. From 4 rayon center to 4 town, 

from a town to « village--such was its path. Workers of the police, trade 

and public organizations traveled as groups and as individuals. The overall 
conclusion was this: During the time that has passed since adoption of the 

CPSU Central Committee's well known decree om fighting drunkenness and aicoholiss, 
significant changes occurred in Gomel Oblast. 


The prohibition is being supported by 411 avenues--medical, educational and 
administrative. Trade workers are Seginning to look at customers in « 
different way. They are taking sore and gore pains to fill the stores with 
goods awaited by the rural customer. “Merchants are now displaying juices, 
bottled water, baked goods and household goods on shelwes that were just 
recently decorated with bottles bearing « wariegated range of labels. Only 
607 “hot” spots remain of the original 2,422 as a result of two reductions. 
Many wine and vodka departments have been removed from working neighborhoods 
and from the vicinities of educational, gedical and other institutions. 


There are now fewer drunkards on rural streets. Even those who quite 
recently cowld not let a single day go by without sicohol have put on the 
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brakes. A certain mechanic from Lovevekiy Rayon openly admitted: 


“They left a shelf of wine and vodka at our store. But I don't go by it 
anymore. Not because ay health does not allow it or because | am some kind 
of eccentric, Sut simply because that’s the way it's done today!” 


The excessively tealows counter clerks have simmered down as well. While 
in Jume 181 cases of violations of the rules of trading in wine and vodka 
were recorded in the oblast, in July only MS sales clerks deviated from the 
requirements. <A tendency that has evolwed ower the years--meeting plans 

by selling alcoholic bewerages--faded even sore in August. Quite recently 
inweterate drinkers dared to hit the bottle from sorning and substantially 
fortified themselves Guring their lunch break. Now even in times when wodks 
is treely sold, ome rarely encounters « tractor mechanic or driver at the 
cownter in work clothes. In the towns and even in the rayon centers, the 
sales clerks Emow who does what. and those who like to cure « hangower with 
a nip are told tersely and clearly: “It is not permitted.” 


Nonetheless, some store clerks Save not buried the old traditions conclusively, 
and they continue to “oblige” neighbors, friends, and customers who sre 

simply too persistent, including opes who are sot vet of age. For these 

and other reasons profit from sales of wine and vodka represented « sizable 
proportion of the oblast’s total commodity turnover in July. 


“Compassionate” Sales Clerks 


Usually, consumers of alcoholic beverages acquire wine and vodzs in the 
strictly permitted time period. Sut there are people who wish to get their 
hands om a bottle or two soomer. They besiege the counters of rural stores 
with wild excuses why they could not wait. In such a case the sales clerk 
should respond with a firm “No!” and escort the iapatient customer to the 
street. Bet some of them do not have enough persistence and decisiveness. 


“I need it for my recipes.” pleaded ivan Kudryavtsev, 4 cook at the kitchen 
of Yughevy Sovkhoz, Gomelekiy Raven, sefore irina Savchenko, 4 store cierk 
in the village of Tsegelnysa. “You know yourself that | don’t abuse it.” 
The store was empty. Nor was there anyone loitering by the window. 


“Take it and go.” Savchenko said sympathetically and set two bottles of liquor 
om the table. 


Saevehenko and Ludryavtsev were caught dy the police. 


“I will newer do it again,” the sales clerk promised. “This is the first 
time | broke the law.” 


we will mot try to guess whether thi« was the first or the fifth or tenth 
time. But there are grounds for disbelieving her. Natal’ ya Kotizova, « 
store worker in the village of Dolgolesye, again of Gomelskiy Rayon, aiso 
promised representatives of the public that the day she sold a bottie of 





wine to 4 customer before elewen is the morning was the omly time she had 

the . Of course, she was unable to avoid punishment: She 

to pay a SO ruble fine. The sales clerk had decided to cover unforeseen 

her dy surpassing the plan and raising her pay 
after hours. She was arrested a second time “at the scene 
this time criminal proceedings were initiated against 
once again broke the law before her trial ewen started: 
beverages to 4 child om the basis of « note from its 
parents. it Secame Known while this article was being prepared for publica 
tion that ikove was sentenced to « year of correctional labor, and she 
was barred from working in trade for 5 years. 


Sech violations of the rules of trading in alcoholic bewerages were also 
éiscovered in other rayons of the oblast. And how sany abuses are enshrouwded 
im the gloom of the unknown? How can the problem be solwed’ All with whom 

| spoke assured me that we gust begin with the sales clerks. Their work 

must be kept under supervision by consumer societies in cooperation with 
police. But unfortunately the consumer societies like to see the store ware: 
houses filled with vodka and wine, and they are condescending toward viclators 
of the rules of trade. 


Cases are often encountered where alcoho! is sold to persons under |. An 
especially large cumber of such viclations were discovered in Ealinkow! chet! 
Rayon during the surprise inspection. In particular, Yewa Nikitina,. « sales 
clerk at Store No 23, was surprisingly compliant. Looking over her nex" 
customer, she said: 


“You, ay boy. are too young to drink.” 


But the boy stubbornly refused to leave the counter, and after a while Nikitina 
“took pity” om hie, and sold hie a bottle of wine. The participants of the 
inspection asked who this first-time drinker was. It turned owt to be 
Anatoliy Ziotnmik, a tool maker at the agricultural mechanic's school, who 

was far below the legal age for teying alcohol. “oreower rather than going 

te the polyclinic after calling himself in sick, he went straight to the 

store. 


Nor were sales clerks of Store Ne #) in Kalinkovichskiy Rayon persisten 
enough to refuse to sell wine to Aleksandr Galitskiv, who was sot wert J) 


“Drive-In” Liquor 


Much has been said about the fact that it is impermissible to sell slicoholik 
beverages sear schools and hospitais, and close to large enterprises. Set 
what are the facts’ 


The demands of the public have not been heeded in « scumber of places. Stores 
in the villages of Borovaya Buda and Lurhok, Lormyansziy Rayon, ave located 
near schools, and they have liquor counters. “Evil spirits” are sold in 

the village of Usa, Buda-Koshelevskiy Rayon, opposite s combined feed plant 
presently under construction. And in Svetilogersk, wine and vodka are free!) 
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sold to anyone in 4 store situated in direct proximity to «4 vhildren’s 
mucsery, «a children’s hospital and two dispensaries. Relatives from 
different population centers come here to visit patients. Jrunkards fearing 
that it would be too late to get alcoho! in their own viliages hurry to 
Store No 18. Sometimes it happens that they empty thei. Sottles before ther 
even get home, somewhere by 4 convenient fence. 


Th. sales clerks feel that they are not Sreaking any laws: They sell their 
wares Guring the appropriate hours, and they do not sell vodka to tuveni les 
and patients. Sut is what they do rwally so harmless’ After all, the crowds 
of drunkards are constantly in the view of the children, and patients tip 
visitors a ruble for buying “medicine” for all of their ailments. 


The sale of alcoholic bewerages to drivers parked byw trade enterprises is 
felt to be ewen sore harsless. Tatyana Laistenko, director of the store 
in the willage of Grabowka, Gomelskiy Rayon, declared that there was nothing 
wrong in the fact that Mikhail Tishchenko, « driver from larya Sovkhor, who 
had to carry grain from the combine, left « concession stand under her 
supervision with a bottle of wine. “I did mot break any laws,” she calmly 
declared. “My jobd is to sell, to fulfill the ples.”

“They say that no other stores along the highway are selling wine anymore. 
Ours is perhaps the only ome left. and that's why the crowds.” sighed ®. 
Yustus, 4 sales clerk at Store No ~ in the town of Nowo-Pavlowki, Sokulukskiy 
Rayon, next to which we gade our first stop after leaving the city. 


“One would have to think that's the case,” Hoza Aleksandrovna continued her 
story. “I can’t recall a single day in our department when we sade seven 
or eight thousand rubles before. “e've been running like squirrels om « 
wheel, there's mo time to take « break.” 


But Roza Aleksandrovna was mistaken in ber explanation. *e persuaded ourselves 
of this just a few kilometers later, in the town of Sokuluk. Sine bottles 
were being dispensed from an embrasure in a wall like gunfire. This “wine 
bottle fire” was being carried on against the highway dw the wine and vodka 
department of Supermarket No 18, Sokuluk Bural Consumer Society. ~<. 
Dshabirova, who tended this “eabrasure.” reported prowdly that the plan of 

the last 2 months had been surpassec >» 100 percent. and she showed ws her 
“safeguard”--Decision No 375 of the Sokulukskiv BRavonm Executive Committee 
dated 10 July allowing Supermarket No 18 to sell alcoholic bewerages. 


But the fiercest fire get us as we entered the city of Eara-Balta. Two sales 
clerks “waged fire” simultanmeously from the counter of Store No 1! of the 
Novo-Nikolayevskiy Rural Consumer's Society, “firing” 10-15 bomes per hour 
each. 


Using the language of the victory reports, this small collective had already 
completed its monthly plan by |? August (its plan is 260.000 rubles). and 
now it was “firing™ om the highway to September's credit. 


Se could not express any complaints against this “leading” collective. After 
all, it aiso possessed permission in the form of Decision Ne 175 of the 
Kalinins?iy Bayon Executive Committee dated & July 


Delicatessen No | in the town of Sadovove, Moskovskiy Bayon Rural Consumer 
Society, was also ready for business on this day. Sut absence of outside 

advertising apparentiy prevented it from “committing its SDrandy to combat. 
Who could possibly think that such “noble” beverages were for sale in this 
inconspicuous store’ And so sales clerk 8. “Mambetaliveva sat bored in the 
stillness of the store, gazing sadly at the flow of traffic hurrying by 


But sales clerks in stores No 19 and No i}, Alamedinskiy Bayon Bura!l Consumer 
Society, did not have to go out looking for customers. The wares on their 
counters and in their showcases could be easily seen even without leaving 
the vehicle. 


“If they order us to do so, we'll close down, but as long as we have permission 
to sell, we ere fulfilling a need.” explained ¥. Suprumova, the director 
of Store No 19. “We ourselves know, of course, how guch woe our goods can 
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Dring. ali the gore so on such 4 busy highway. Hundreds of vacationers ride 
to Issyk-Eul on Saturdays and Sundays. And many believe it their right *: 
take a few botties along. Sut the rosd--well, it prefers sober drivers 


The “ysetery of the Paper Package 


Executives of the Chaldowarskiv Ravon Sural Comswmer Society took 4 “creative 
approach to the struggle agsinst é¢runkenness and alcoholism. After a litti« 
thought they remowed the wine and vodka department from the sales area of 
their central delicatessen and redeploved it in the basement of the sam 
store. From all appearances it does not exist, but he who needs it, finds 
it. Amd if he cammot find it, others will kindly tell him where it is. Ir 
the same way that we were told. 


Customers happy with their acquisitions were leaving ome Sehind the other 
from behind the corner of the store, where 4 narrow staircase led down tc 
the deep basement. Those who carried one or two bottles of fruit and berry 
wine were pleased, while those who carried “something” in paper packages 
looted even happier. 


What sort of magical force was hidden in these packages’ Of course. we could 
have sieply asked ome of the possessors of these paper packages. But wh 
would want to share the “secrets” of his happiness” Therefore we decided 

to grog down into the basement ourselves, right ¢own to the very source of 
this flow of wine. And the secret was revealed to us right away A. 
Savidbeyev, director of the wine and vodka department, was working hard behind 
a counter, fulfilling hic “difficult” responsibilities. Only the trained 

eve could catch the master magician in his creative work. Sith slow sovements 
of his right hand he pulis a bottle of wine out from the box, and he returns 
change with the same hand. Sut it is clear to everyone that the attention 
should be focused at this tige completely on the other hand. which is supposed 
ly doing nothing. Sut in reality it is always doing the gost important thing 
It is feeling beneath the counter for « bottle of vodka, which is instan- 
taneously slipped into « paper beg anét transferred right to the outstretched 
hands of the customer in « single unseen motion. That was his aagic trick 


And when we asted Savidbeveyw to tel. us about his second speciality as an 
amateur sagician, Se smiled with som enberrasement : 


“But | only sold ome bottle. The rest Oh. that’s the fault of ay apprentice, 
he said, pointing to the girl behing his beck “She*« still new in our 
department. She forgets the rules, and before vou Emow it, she's sold som 
ome a bottle of vodka.” 


Unfortunstely we were umable to reach the director of the Quldbwerwkiv @&) icatewus 
that Sunday. but | think that Savidbevev’s talents wil!) be sesessed for what 
they are worth in the collective, both as an ameteur @egician and 46 4 Gast er 
teacher Ang they wiil @i1i think together about how to Beep vodka farthe- 
avay from the working counter on Sundays, when the sale of beverages that 

are over 30 proof is prohibited 








incidentally, we observed the same pattern in most of the stores saned 
above. ina the best case vodka was stored in 4 neighboring uniocked rooe. 
and usually right next to the counter. where it was covered with 4 piece 
of tarpaulin for the sake of decency. though sm both cases it was readily 
available for sale. 


"Ome for the Soed --Ffrom Beneath the Counter 


He Ss SSLEing along the highway, enc gultiton RamAL trucks swerved to ‘he 
side, with their Drakes screeching, and nimble Chigulis sanevvered around 
him. It was only noon, but in all probebility, deep twilight was in his 
eves. 


Later om we learned that this was ‘iedimir Sikhayviovich Vakhramevev, 4 dual) 
dozer operator from the Eolkhor igeni Lenin, Sokulukskiy Rayon. But at this 
moment even his nearest relatives would have hardly recognized his. Shen 
we asked him where he was going. be replied thickly: “Wherewer my eves ‘ake 
~. 


His eyes were generally taking hie toward « particular goal--the restaurant 
Sokuluk. Se decided to go there as vel. 


it wes quiet dGuring this tige of the day. Oniy one table was occupied y 
three people. A waitress sat idly in the corner. The cafeteria attendant 
aiso sat idiy behing the food counters, beneath « sign reading “Alcoho! ix 
beverages are sold from 1400 to i200 hours.” Suddenly the door slammed, 
and another visitor entered the restaurant. marching Gecisively toward the 
food counter. 


Then abowt the same scene which we had observed in the Chaldowarskiy delica 
tessen repeated itself Oniy this time it was «4 glass of wine that came 
up from beneath the counter, and the role of magician was plaeved by counter 
attendant Valentina lvaenovns Shamraveva. 


Polishing off the contems of the glass in « single gulp. the visitor lurched 
towerd the door, send we went wp *t. Valentina lvanowna, who at first tried 

to assure us ‘hat there was nothing in the glass but ordinary lesonade 

Not long after, sbandoning her story, she began explaining that the sign 

above her head was obsolete, because they had permission from the rayor 
executive committee for selling wine from eleven in the gorning. She hed 

mot seen the permit serself, but it would have to be in the restaurant director's 
possession; of course, we were unable to reach him that dav. 


Theat is wheat happened in the restaurant Sofuluk, the windows of which loot 
over the republic's main highway. And who Enows how gany sore ‘travelers 
were served « glass of wine for the road by Valentina lvanowna’ After aii, 
she did mot care who it was that came to her counter, be it a driver with 
hundreds of Kilometers of hard driving shead, or tullidozer operator 
Vekhramevev, who was also to take the controls of soving equipment on the 
following day 
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The food counter of the highway restaurant Volna also opened long before 
the permitted howr. its supervisor S$. Labayevs was viry surprised on learning 
that she was breaking the rules of selling alcoholic beverages. 


“We have always conducted business from eleven.” she test ified. ‘And there 
have never been any complaints.” 


A. Ch. Sydykow, chief of the Zantskiy Ravon Department of Internal Affairs, 
adheres to another opinion on this account 


“The problem,” he explained, “is that the Volna is part of the Alamedinskiv 
public food services enterprise, but it is located on owr territory Store 
No 23, which belongs to the Alamedinskiy enterprise, is just across the 

bridge. Filling up with alcohol, the drunkards cross the bridge and settle 


down in the Volna‘s beer hall, which is in our territory | do not recommend 
this place to sober persons at the peak of the ‘revelry. You never know 


what you can see and hear at such a time Ang so it turns owt that the ‘hot 
spots are in another jurisdiction, but a1] of the drunk cases are left ¢ 
us to pursue.’ 


A. Buranov, a food counter attend--t at the Ay~Churez cafeteria iv lesvk 
Atinsalv Rayon, could noc resist tne temptation * ncrease his profits during 
illegal hours either He “worked” beneath a huge sign announcing that the 
sale of alcohol was permitted from eleven in the morning He Gid admit right 
avay, Sowever, that the sign was wrong 


Thus it is still early for the drinker to lament There are «fi1! many 
hospitabie cerners along the highway, «here he may or might mot get 4 glass 
for the road, as he wished 


Working on the Road 


Un the day following our Sunday outing | asked to see the operations summarie« 
of the republic's State Motor Vehicle Inspect ion vering the last few days 
Over 40 drivers operating transportation resources while intoxicated were 
arrested between 10 and i8 August on the Chaldovar~-frunze-Svstrovka highway 
Could amvone possibly deny the fact that the 10 trade enterprises that are 
still poisoning the highway with wine hed « bearing on these saddening 
results. 


The results of the surprise inerection also amazed the board of the Eireh 
SSR Consumer Society 


“st was back on the ninth of Augus: that we gave the strictest instruct ‘ons 
to all rayon consumer societies 7osesessing stores a! me the Rigtway sadbout 
terminating the sale of wine and vodts.” declared the Kirghiz SSR Sumer 


Society's first ¢eputy chairman V. ¥. Leon 


The instructions were given, but they forgot ¢ see that they were carriec 
out Ie is mot difficult to imagine the difficult position the ravyor nsute tr 
societies found themselves in: On one hand the rayon executive mei t Lec 
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decision allowing the sale of alicoholic beverages was still in effect and 
had not been repealed dv anyone, while on the other hand the telegram from 
the Kirghiz SSR Consumer Society prohibiting surn sales had not been backed 


up. 


“We did receive a letter last week from the Kirghiz SSR Consumer Soc iet 
requesting that the wine and vodka departments of stores No 19 and No - 
be shut down.” confirmed A. Shtan’&o, chairman of the Alamedins&kiv Savor 
Executive Committee. “We will of course discuss this problem and seek advice 


One can only be amazed at Aleksandr ‘iefimovich’s indifference He would 

have hardly reasoned this way, had the discussion involved closing 4 wine 
store located by a plant entrance or next to 4 construction site. That seems 
reasonable enough. Sut for some reason no one thinks of the road. on whic’ 
thousands of people work, as a work station. It is just a3 important 4 work 
station, requiring just as guch self-control and sobriety, if not more 


The slowness with which the wine and vodka departments «are disappearing from 
the highway may be explained by only one thing--the desire to enlarge the 
local Budget dy selling alcohol. After all, organizing the sale of other 
goods that tight enjoy demand requires initiative and efficiency, while the 
sale of alcohol is entirely carefree Just put vodka out on the mter. 
anc the commodity pian is sure to be met 


All that is left to add is that the decree “On the SGork of the lesvk-fu 

Jblast Committee, the Tokmak City Committee and the Chuyvs&ziv Rayon Part 
Committee tc Pulfill the CPSU Central Committee Decree ‘On “Measures to Surmount 
Drunkenness and Aicoholism’,.” scdoptec last week by the Lirghir SS® Communist 
Party Central Committee, once again emphasizes the ides that sdministrat ive

why is it still se guch easier to buy a bottle of beer than a bottle of 
lemonade’ After all, both those who produce nonalcoholic beverages and those 
who sell them hewe recently been disclaiming alcoholic beverages. at least 

in words. Can we not igprove the supply of a variety of soft drinks, including 
new ones, to residents and guests of the republic today, right now’ The 
trading system has already managed to widen the sale of juices noticeably 
within a short time. Ard one would think that things should be by far easier 
with lemonade. It need not be transported from the south, as with grape 

or peach juice. it is sigple to make, and it does not require especially 
complicated equipment or scarce raw materials. 


“You're right,” workers of the trade organizations eagerly support *he<e 
arguments. “If enterprises of the Ministry of Food Industry worked as they 
should, there would be no problem with soft drinks.” 


‘You can’t jump higher than your head.” industrial workers say in justifying 
their position. “We are working at the limit of our possibilities. The 
trade organizations have « one-track sind: Give us what we want, they say, 
but they would not lift a finger to help us.” 


Such dialogues can be heard every Wednesday in the conference hal! of the 
veldze affiliate of the Riga Production Association, where represent at ives 
from food trade organizations and public food services enterprises of Riga 

and Yurmala and executives of the Aldaris and Riga production associat ions-- 
the main suppliers of soft drinks--convene for joint conferences. The trade 
workers take the floor in succession to read the lists of orders that had 

not been fulfilled by the enterprises. Then the producers ‘ake the floor 

They offer their excuses, though nct very confidently, and when the opportunit» 
arises, they dDlame the trade organizations for irresponsibility as wel! 


Sut when it comes to one question, both sides are unanimous as 4 rule 
evaluating the effectiveness of such meetings. “Well, we've gotten together 
again, and shouted st each other with no results.” the participants of the 
conference grumble to each other in parting. 


of course, a few months ago they did not even meet. The qutusl relationships 
between trade and industry in regard to soft drinks were quite different 

in those days. The trade organizations were in no hurry to spend their 
planned funds on lemonade at the enterprises. And the enterprises were quite 
nappy with this. Both “made” their plan with vodka, brandy and beer, which 
vere « lot less trouble ttan Pepsi Cola or citro, and which cost sore. 


The steps taken to eliminate drunkenness and alcoholiam have resulted in 

a d¢decrease in the demand for alcohol. There is only one way to correct the 
s=pocity turnover situation--increasing the production and sales of other 
goods that the peopie really need, and nonsicoholic beverages in particular 
Enterprises of the Ministry of Food Industry and the Ministry of Trade are 
not dealing with this problem very well vet. 


The lemonade producers provide abundant reasons for criticism. If the quant 
ties of soft drinks they produce sre small, no matter how ‘rade is organized, 
there would still not be enough. Sut the argument the producers offer 
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their excuse would seem to be substantial: Their output capacities are too 
emall. Hence follows the wait-and-see position of the Ministry of Food 
Industry: Reconstruction of the lemonade shop at the Aldaris Product ion 
Association will be finished, the new promised lines will be built, and then 
things will start mowing. Just wait, and you'll! see how trade takes off’ 


But would it mot be possible to “get things mgoving™ faster’ 


I thimk it is. After all, according to the republic's Gosplan only 54.! 
percent of the capacities for producing nomalcoholic beverages are being 
etilized in the republic. For the sake of justice we should note by the 

way that the food producers themselves contest this figure, citing the complex: 
ity of the procedure used to calculate it. 


Rather than going into the subtieties of the method, let us instead visit. 

as am example. the Aldaris Production Association's Il gutsivemskiy Srevery 
The sorry state of the building housing the “sober bottle” shop eloquent iy 

attests to its status as an orphan at the enterprise. 


Sut the lemonade yield could even be increased on the single line for which 
there is room in the shop, according to plant director V. EKrivitskiy. To 

do this, it would be sufficient to install «a gore productive washing sachine. 
Such a machine was recently brought in, Sut the plan is to use it on one 

of the beer dispensing lines. 


To increase production of soft drinks, even temporarily, while the lemonacs 
shop at the main enterprise is under repair is believed to be 4 risky thing 

by the director. The plan would then be increased to the level of the ncw 
~etpet, end then the troubles with this lemonade would remain at the enle«: prise 
forever. Unfortunately the enterprises see greater promise ir specializing 

om production of dark beer. 


Also indicative of the cocl reception toward cool drinks at Aldaris is the 
fact that priority was placed on rebuilding the brewery while renovation 
of the lemonade operation was postponed. Thus they found themselves in an 
upenviable situation. “oreover it can be sensed in the Ministry of Food 
Industry as a whole that the sector looks gore favorably upon beer: Three 
times more oeer than lemonade is being produced, even though the situation 
requires that this proportion be in favor of soft drinks. 


Nor does the Riga Production Association shkw any special love toward non- 
alcoholic products, even though this is essentially « specialized producer 

of lemonade in emall bottles. When I visited the Beldze affiliate, product ion 
was at 4 standstill. Something brreawe down late last evening, and the probies 
had mot vet been corrected. The workers explained to ae that this happens 
often here. 


Given such organization, it is difficult to expect « diversity «f lemonade 
products. After all, in order to switch from production of one beverage 
to production of another, the line gust be stopped, washed down ant fil ied 
with different jiagredients. Sut because of breakdowns, there is no ‘ime 
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te do this. The thicker the beverage. the slower it pours, and therefore 
more soda water can be produced than Veselibse. And so soda water is being 
pushed, ewen though customers prefer Veselib.. 


I was shown « schedule at the Ministry of Food Industry: The procedures 

for producing 30 different Kinds of lemonade have now been assimilated, and 
the availability of ingredients is more than sdequate. But the asin thing 
that governs the actions of the enterprises is the need for supplying 4 given 
trade organization with « certain number of decaliters; the assortment is 

mot specified in the orders. 


This is the way things usually happen: One beverage is usually “concocted” 
and sent sway before lunch, another is sent out in the evening, and a third 
goes out the next day. And so it happens that we all drink Tarthun today, 
anc Pepsi Cola the sext day. 


Things cowld be igprowed if the enterprises possessed warehousing in which 

to store their products. When an order for Piyenenite comes in, it would 

be there, waiting in the warehouse. Is Suratinoe in demand’ Then here it 

is. Oh, sothing is needed today, the weather has turned bed’ That's 0.1. 
too, pick it up when it gets warmer. Of course, this would also gean thinking 
more about lengthening the shelf life of bewerages and doing 4 better job 

of applving dates of manufacture to the labels. 


The Ministry of Food Industry has in fact been discussing, with increasing 
frequency, the seed for each enterprise to have « well-equipped warehouse 
for nomalcoholic bewerages. There are plans for erecting « large building 
for this purpose in Yurmals. but for practical purposes sothing has yet 
been dome in this direction. 


Nor is trade completely sinless. They aiso cowld think adout stockpiiing. 
abowt creating 4 mobile fund of nonalcoholic bewerages, for example for the 
case of unforeseen hot weather. Todey the trade organizations inundate the 
enterprises with clearly unfillable orders, and at times they even cance! 
them at the last soment. Store workers sre least of 411 willing to stock 
the shelwes and fill the warehouses with lemonade: The bomes are heavy and 
hard to handle, and the return is miserly. If they were to stockpile some- 
thing. they would prefer something sore expensive, like in the “good old 
days.” 


| must ed@mit that it is sot in general entirely clear what the trade organi- 
rations base their orders for lemonade on. Weather predictions, last year's 
remembrances’ What is the demand for lemonade in the republic as 4 whole’ 


I tried to learn this oumber in vain from « group studying market trends 
and consweer “zmaend in the Ministry of Trade: So ome had ever calculated 
it there. It may be that the “prephecies” of workers of the Ministry of 
Food Industry, thet both they and their partners from the Ministry of Trade 
will be “swieming™ in soft drinks when their proguction will increase .n 
the following five-year plan trom } million to 8 million decaliters, is not 
without grounds. 








Sut | am personally comvinced that the real demand-in the republic for lemonade 
is guch greater than this pian. [ recall gy own trips to the store. “any 
times | stretched ay hand out for « box of lemonade, and then stopped aysei! 
with the vision of the line at the bottle return point. And Buying 4 bottle 
of Citre for 35 kopecks and then discarding the bottle together with the 

20 kopeck deposit om the floor of the loge or in the shed is an iapermissibie 


extravagance. 


One need only mention empty bottles when talking to trade workers for their 
attitude to instantaneously turn to ome of irreversible boredom: Come now, 
go you want to be serious or not’ in their opinion these two p oblems-- 
widening production and sale of somalcoholic bewerages and collecting empty 
bottles--sere in so way related. 


Suet what is the case in fact” The bottle return points pick and choose which 
bottles they will accept. while at the same time the Veldze affiliate, for 
example, faces 4 constant threat of shut-down due to the absence of third- 
liter containers. 


The impression is created that neither the Ministry of Food Industry sor 

the Ministry of Trade has vet deweloped « clear umiversal program for re- 
organizing its activities in sccordance with the requirements of the CPSU 
Central Committee cecree “Om Measures to Sermount Drunkenness and Alcoholiss.”~ 
Tae positions of beth sinistries recall today that doubtful attempt at sitting 
on two chairse--mot losing the easy profits from alcohol and et the same tine 
appearing so worse than others in the struggle ‘or a sober way of life. 
Nothing good can come from such inconsistency. One easy even find oneself 
between two chairs.

In the same building is a grill. where people are sitting om high stools 
weiting for tempting delicacies cooked to order. There are several other 
such cafes in Kiev, including one where Italian pizza can be enjoyed. 

Now the gajority of Kiew's 170 cafes are alcohol-free. In spite of 
imitial tears that trede aight fall off due to « lack of alcoho! on 

sale, resourcefulness and initiative on the part of workers in the trade 
to think wp sew ideas has paid of’, and sow mothers and childrens and whole 
tamilies come in for fruit iwices and so on, which are in any case cheaper.

And in the fares of Severo-Satakhstan, 
Talédy-Kurgan, Alea-Ata, Kustanay, Karagen¢da and Tselinograd oblasts, the 
surrender weight of cattle declined dy 30 to .0 Kklilogress. These are no 
longer “isolated* shortcomings.

The largest industrial oblast, faragends, ¢i¢ not fulfill 
the plan fa 7 aq@iths. Hore sattes are oot satisfactory at LarmetkamDinat, 
in the Zaragaenédatsement and EKardid associations, and at the plant for 
technical rubber products. The sinistries of power and electrificatia, 
nonferrow, aecallurgy, light industry, and the comstructiam sateriais industry 
were criticized. 


It is necessary that all active and new capacities De assiailated pramptiy and 
that they carry a full load. Strict comtrol is required ower technol agiceal 
Siscipline, the sonodservance of which leads to spcllage. Physical and 
sanpower resources aust Se used ecamamicalliy anc efficiemtiy. It is the cuty 
of party argenizatians end 211 lador co) lectives ‘to sane everyone aware of the 
fect that the policy of thrift is the shortest and reliable path to natianal 
wea ith.

[Text] What knowledge does « director need so that he docs 
mot become confused in any ecomomic situation and dues not 
lose sight of the prospects for the enterprise's develop- 
ment in his daily concerns’ What work qualities are re- 
qired of e director during the present stage of the economy's 
development’ Journalist Y*. Spiridomow talks about this 

with Academician Ye. M. Sergeyev, rector ef the USSR Counci! 
of Ministers Nationsl Economic Institute. 


[Question] Yevwgeniy Mikhaylovich, the psychology and character of « director 
are shaped in some way or other by the influence of society's development 

and the system for managing the ecomomy. For example, before the beginning 
of the large-scale experiment in industry, sinistry workers put sor: pressure 
on administrative levers in cheir relations with enterprise directors. They 
were able to announce directly to the director: “Don"t philosephize. Your 
job is to fulfill, amd ours — to decide. As they say, act that way. You do 
mot give the plan — we will not remowe the heed.” Such relationships reer, 
om the ome hand, people who are helpless and who are afraid to denomstrat« 
sensible initiative an¢, om the other hand, people who sre nimble, eraspine 
and prepared for the sake of the plan to resort to different tricks -- even 
iliegsi actions. Now, with the expansion of enterprise rights the increase 

im their responsibility for work results, that same director -- without rely- 
img om instructions from sbove — aust evaluate on his own the work’s capebil- 
ities end plan the prospects for the enterprise's development. He is accustom 
ed, however, to the old work forms and methods. ow does ome “reshoe™ hin.’ 


[Amewer|] The sajority of those people, who sow steer production, heave « 
specialized technical edvzation: ome is 4 metallirgist, another -- « sechen- 
ical ergineer, and «a third — a textile worker.... “WS specialists, they kaow 
their job; however, so ome has taught them the scimuce of sanagement. “any 
reduce it to bere edministration. Not knowing the gemeral picture of the 
mationsl economy's dewelopment, these directors have oftem acted intuitively 








and have often sade mistakes. The “reshoeing™ -- as you expressed it -- of 
these people begins in the National Eoomomic Academy with the restructuring 

of their psychology and with the development of the ability to manage economix 
processes conscientiously aad scicatifically. We are trying to suggest to 
production commanders that it is necessary to repudiate half-baked and sarrw- 
departmental ideas about ways to solwe ecomomic tasks and to understand the 
science of organizing the management of production as « unified ome for al! 
branches. If they pess ower the general laws for the development of the sat ion- 
al ecomomy, if they forget to take the requirements of scientific and tech- 
nical progress into consideration, and if -- es navigators -- they do not 

are themselves with economic and aathematical aemagement methods, their 
enterprises will always encounter reefs of unsolwed problems along their path. 
We teach owr students that there is only ome science of saenagement and to 
recognize its laportanace. 





The production commanders also receive a correct social and political orienta- 
tion. Of course, each ome of them at ome time studied the history of the party, 
philosophy, political ecomomics, and scientific communisa. These sciences, 
however, were presented to them as individual subjects. We have the same basis 
for teaching the specialized samagement disciplines, the sain one of which is 
the historical experience of the CPSU is building communion. Our students 
thoroughly study questions concerning ideology, ecomomic cooperation with the 
CEA cowntries and international relations. 


[Qvestion) The academy's students are receiving sound knowledge. You «ee, 
however, this is mot emowgh today. The sodern enterprise director aust poe- 
sess such qualities as efficiency, independence and innowation. Can he dewe!l- 
op these qualities in himself by studying at the ecadeny’ 


|Anmewer) The iastilling of such qualities as efficiency, a sense for what is 
new, dDoldmess, and the ability to aseume responsibility om omeself is not 
simple. In order to mester them, an individual quest know «4 gtest deal and 
have certain skills. In the academy, for exemple, we seke « practice of 
intellectual, social am! psychological training sessions that help to develop 
independence in the ctudents" thinking. I primarily have in sind the #o- 
called business genes. The appearance of some is Like psychological practical 
work or «a Rubric’s cube vhere — great deal depends on keeness of wit. Indeed, 
the modeling of sanagement processes requires « thorough knowledge of economics 
and qutetanmding organizational abilities om the part of the student. It is 
necessary in a limited time, for example, to compile the bes” plan for incress- 
img the production of computer equipment, sutomobiles, and colored televisions 
in ome enterprise, association and throughout the sation... ecomomy. It is 
necessary to operate sot with abstract figures but with the initial data frum 
real plants. in addition, it is necessary to defend the proposed version of 
the plan in front of one’s colleagues who play the part of opponents as chiefs 
of ministry administrations and Gosp'an and Gosenad departeents. 


[@vestion) Directors cfiten do nothing because ecomemic end iegal norms 
allegedly fetter them. in this regard, they cite depaerteental instructions: 
"You see, | am forbidden to do this.” Is mot such passivity a result of the 
lack of legal informa: ton’ 








jAmewer) Yes. We ste comvinced that suny directors indeed do aot inow the 
laws. This fetters their imitiative. in order to act comscientiously and 
confidently, directors showld be legally literate. We are eliminating thes« 
gaps in their education to a certain degree Sy arranging for them to study 
peychological and legal samagement sethods. 


i think that «2 sharp limiting of ecomomic and legal sethods sad instructions 
will contribute to am increase in the initiative and independence of the 
director. Generally spesking, it is secessary to think about the crestion 

of 2 special comtrol sechaniem in the system for managing the aationsl economy. 
With the help of this sechaniss, it would be possible to check how auch the 
different department acts and instructions contribute to the directives and 
lews that are common for all ranches. 


\Qvestion) It happems that a director is competent and possesses the required 
business qualities, but he does sot have « sora] and psychological contact 
with his subordinates. in this case, hw will hardly be able to genage pro- 
éuction well. in your opinion, what knowledge and qualities are needed by 

an ecomomic director so that confidence and « creative atmosphere will reign 
in the collective’ 


[Amewer) The profession of a dire-tor is 4 complex ome which combines science 
amc art in it. He gust hawe « umowledge of the informal structure of the 
collective beiag sanaged, that is, the sum total of the purely human relat ion- 
s‘ips between the subordinates, and the ability te approach each ome tadivid- 
wally. This is achiewable only by am intelligent individual. I heave in sint 
am intelligence, at whose base lie culture, education and -- if you wish -- 
spiritual tact. Possessing such qualities, 2 director will be able to invest- 
igate someone clse’s soul, to state the task for his subordinates and the 
meeming and spirit of the solutions, which are being adopted by hia, in a 
clear amd laconic format; amd to create an atmosphere of creative searching 
amd a good sicroclimate in it. 


We inculcate the standards of sanagement work and comtacts with people in the 
students both during the process of presenting the lecture saterial and during 
practical classes. for example, they study during the “Memagement Peychology™ 
course such subjects as “The Persomslity and Work Style of « Director,” 

“The Work Collective and the Distinctive Features in Mamaging It,” and “Con - 
flicts and Vays to Resolve Then.” The besiness games again help them to 
understand the art of intercourse with the collective. Sesed on results, 

i would single out,for example, the video training, Guring which the business 
intercourse of a group is ctecorded on video tape and all of the aaterial is 
subsaqquentiy discussed by the participants in the comversation., Thus, each 
student receives an opportunity to look at himself from the sidelines and to 
correct his ganner of intercourse with people. 


[Qvestion) Yevwgeniy Mikhaylovich, rephrasing the well-known expression, would 
you want to say: “The astionsl ecomomy will flourish when all directors will 
be academicians, and academicians -- directors’” What is the amount of truth 
in this joke, comsidering the large amount of knowledge that -- in your 
opinion — is required for a sodern director’ 
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_ Answer | It is sot ganmdatory, of course, to study in the academy in order 
to become 2 good director. A good director, however, gust be « skillful 
organizer and kmow suGagement tax tics and strategy perfectly. Persomme!l policy 
is a powerful lever Sy means of which the party influences the course of 
social development. The training of ecomoemic directors gust be equal to those 
tasks which face the ecomomy. 


For this purpose owr academy is being transformed in accordance with instruct- 
ions from the CPS. Central Committee into « scientific and vethodological 
center for the entire system for training and increasing the qualif icaticus 
of directing personne! in the sational ecomomy -- «2 syste= which includes 55 
branch and republic institutes for increasing the qualificstions of personne! 
at the lower and middle sanagement levels and the corresponding YU? depart- 
ments. All of the rectors and managers of the departments in these training 
imstitutions will be academy students. We gust also develop for them active 
teaching methods, textbooks and training aids. We have the forces for this. 
Eight academicians and corresponding members of the USSR Academy of Sciences,

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TKISULI DEVELOPMENT ‘ONE-SIDED" MINES UNDERSTAFFED 
Teiliei ZARYA VOST"MA in Russian 19 Jul 85 p 2

of Georgia: “Concerns of the Miner™) 


[Text] The Georgian siners’ city of Tkibuli is experiencing 
@ severe shortage of workers. It is becoming sore and sore 
difficult ewery year to man the sines with workers; there is 
a shortage of engineering technicians. 


Many greductes from institutes of higher education and technical schools are 
mot staying in town. After having dome their Sest for ome or two years, they 
leave. 


There is another fact that has to be addressed here: in che past i5 years, 
even the rural population of the Tkibuli aetropolitan «ares has decreased by 
25 percent. A process is spreading which specialists call “pendulam sigrat ion.” 
A rather large cumber of people leaves in the eorning for work at ome of the 
nearby industrial centers, here it is Kuteaisi, ani then returns in the evening 
to fkibeli or to ome of its rural environs. Experience shows that sooner or 
.ater 4 gajority of these people will sowe their permanent residence to Kutaisi. 
The point is that the industrial infrastructure in Tkibuli has had « one-sided 
development. A sumber of people canmet work in the aines or in cine-related 
organizations because of their health or other reasons, and there are few 

other industrial branches represented in Tkibul!. 


The situstion is further aggravated by the fact that the difficult es being 
experienced in the specialized employment of women are forcing « change in 
residence for their husbends, brothers end fathers as well. Meanwhile, 
according to the data of a poll com@ucted in March and April 1965, gore than 
65.5 percent of the women temporarily unemployed expressed « desire to work. 
The first soves have already been wade in this direction: A clothes factory is 
being built. This will help to utilize sore efficiently not only the women who 
want to work, but also the retirees and young people who are still in schee!. 


Many processes in the sines are sow being mechanized and sutomated. People have 
begun peving « great deal of attention on how to utilize the souwntain facilitics 
pore effectively. We will comtinwe to asintain « course simed at renovating 
mine eqiupeent, and applying the accomplishments of science and technology. 
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This is the gain direction ef the great efforts om the part of Thibuli’s people 
te realize their assumed initiative: “All production potential is dedicated to 
the upcoming CPS’ congress.” The currest situation dictates the necessity of 
such an approach. This idea was discussed at « conference of the CPS! Central 
Committee dedicated to the issues dealing with the acceleration of scientific- 
technical progress. This seans that the corresponding working cadres also hove 
to be trained in working properly with the sew equipment . 


There are two professiocal engineering schools in the city; both train siners 
im various specialities. There is also the training combine of the Cruzugo! 
Production Association. A sgajority of the graduates of both professiona! 
engineering schools goes to work in the city’s wines, but few of them settle 
down here. In 1984, the index was only 40 percent. 


Why is this happenin,” Instruction and sponsorship. which allow young people 
to fit into the colleccive usually without a lot of trouble, are still aot well 
developed here with us. Inetruction and sponsorshiy are sometiaes only formal 
in mature apd 4 young worker does sot quite know whe his instructor is or even 
whether they are working the same shift. Additionally. the period of t ime 
required fer young people to fit inte the collective depends strictly om what 
the professions! approach of the schools is. 


The skillful work in training the shifts should cleo influence the work 
discipline in the collectives. This is basically « ¢croblem for young people. 

An analysis of the losses in work time in the city's gines for the past year 
indicates that the number of unauthorized abserces from work and departures 

from work with the sanagement’s approwal is st/ll wery great, deapite a tendency 
towards reduction. Attention is being focused primariiy om the fact that sort 

of the waexcused shbeences are committed by workers with « secondary and secondary 
specialized education. Of course. we should also take « look sot only at the 
worker at fault. but aleo at his instructor. 


There are also say problems with voung engineering technicians. Right sow, 

to hewe their own cots in the dormitory ts the extent of their dreams. They 
require gore attention; they need to be trained af « reserve of leadership 
cadres, gore boldly advanced and placed in real positions of authority. At this 
moment gore than 8 specialists are lacking In the city’s sines. In the future 
more will be needed as « result of an increase in coal sining and the 
development of new coal seams. Miners retire early, therefore, we are sore 
concerned with the vrounger generation than are representatives of other 
professions. 


Often, however, when « foreman or shift of section chief has to be replaced 

in the city’s eines, sanagers approach the advancement of young specialists 

with apprehension. This is primarily an indication of the lack of farsightedness 
at work with regard to young people. 


Recently. gumicipal party and Soviet agencies, together with the Gruruge! 
Production Association, are doing their best to influence sanagers to boldly 
advance young people. for example. graduates of the Tkibuli department of the 
Georgian Polytechnic Institute's aining faculty and Leningrad’s 8. Arabidze and 
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R. Kutateladze Mining inetitute have been appointed secticn chiefs at the imen! 
Lenin wines. The sections entrusted to them are successfully meeting increased 
socialist commitments io mining coal. These commitments were aade in honor of 

the CPSU’s 27th congress. 


There is still the severe problem of iaprowing housing and living conditions and 
developing the network of social-cultural facilities. it has to be said that 
the sistakes, committed with regard te this in prewiows wears, hawe been boldly 
revealed. Many ganagers failed to focus sufficient attention on the solution of 
social issues. Even sow, if we are to ensure the necessary cadres for the city. 
we have to change fundamentally the current sitwation. The first priority is 
housing. Young people especially are aware of this. After all, people are 
usually between 20 and §&) wears of age when they decide to build a family. 


Even if, however, 4 tiner receives an apartment, new difficulties emerge. The 
boilers, built several decades ago, clearly do not provide a normal lewe!l of 
heat supply, amd the comcern over 4 constant supply of hot water for every 
apartment also should not be forgotten 


The material base of stores and necessary facilities is aleo weak. We gust aot 
forget that the miner's labor requires great expenditures of physical energy; 
this gseavws that giners sleo seed special comditions for rest and relaxation. 


The party's aunicipal committee and Soviet and administrative agencies, in close 
contact with the Grurugol Production Association and backed by the republic "+ 
govermment and party Central Committee. are making great efforts to taplement 
bilateral seasures to ensure table work and the further dewelopment of the 
Gruzugol Production Association to 1990. People hawe begun paving sore 
attention to vowng people. demobilized soidiers and people who have again gon 
back to work. Thus, three-veer contacts with « single pawment of « 
now-reiabursabdie premiwe of wp to SOO rubles. ‘and ep to 1,000 eubles te 
demobilized soidiers’. are Swing comcluded at the sines with workers from other 
cities. We have begun to encourage workers. who have signed comtracts, to 
build individual housing: Monies are “cing allocated tc cower up to 80 percent 
of the building -osts. Over a number of vears. the worker pave back out of 
his pocket barely half of this sum. 


Miners receive pensions of between 120 and 160 rublive once they reach “) years 
of age and the work they do underground is limited to 10 wears of their careers. 
Wages have beer increased on an average of 25 percemt since Nowember 1964. 
Today. the average sonthiy wage of « drifter amounts to between 499 and 309 
rubles. 


Plans have been sade for the capital renovation and reequipeent of all 
cafeterias, dormitories. stores and social and cultural facilities. Successes 
have already been noted: according to 196s statistics, the dermiiory of the 
i@eni Lenin sine received the victor’s certificate in an All-Union Competition 
for the best dormitory. 


Owing to the application of sechanized facilities and drifter combines, plans 
heave been agade to increase in the Lith Five-Year Plan the technical level of 
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[the Siftes an the Centra. Retining Factory. Sore PTedcection see 
safety will °. iaproved. The tempo will erow signif icant! im tha metry

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SOVETSEKAYA ROSSIYA EDITORIAL ON ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 
Moscow SOVETSKAYA BOSSIYA in Russian 5 Jun 95 p ' 
(Editorial: "Protect Sature!*) 


(Text) Today not a single country in the world has such a universal code of 
laws on the protection and rational use of the environsent as does the Soviet 
Union. A direct, untreakable link can be traced between the first 
environgental protection decrees signed by ¥. I. Lenin at the dawn of Soviet 
Power, and the decree recently passed at the ird Session, '!'th Convocation of 
the USSR Supreme Soviet. It is sore evidence that in the USSR state attention 
is umwaverincgly placed upon questians of q@svironeatal protection. It defines 
accitional economic, organizational, legal an¢d other seasures for protecting 
anc rationally using nature and its resources, for isproving people's 
environment and for the unconditional observation of legislation in this area. 


The earth and its interior, the water ant air, the vegetable and anias) worlds 
are under protective legislation approved by higher organs of power. However, 
as has deen repeatedly stressed in party and government documents in recent 
years, even the Dest iaws and decisions can Save an effect only if they are 
consistently iagplemented by everyone everywhere. The question of the 
observation of environmental legislation is therefore an especially iaportant 
one for it concerns the country’s natural wealth and pecple’s health. 


As is noted in the decree, the situation is far from favorable even though 
there are uncoubtedly achievesents in this ares. Letters to tm editors, which 
give the nages an¢ addresses of those violating environgental protection 
requirements, from poachers viclating hunting and fishing rules, to the 
wanagers of large enterprises and even entire sectors, are also evidence of 
this. In particular, they serve as occasions for sharp articles in papers 
about the protection of Lake Ladoga, the unique aineral water spas of the 
Caucasus, the fisheries wealth of the Volga, the forests of Siberia ard the 
Evropean pert of the USSR; for serious discussions about protecting the 
atzosphere in the indédustrial centers of the republic, about te fata of 
Russia's small rivers and the need to sore widely use diclogical sethods for 
crop protectian. 


These and other pressing problems are reflected in the decree. It cites che 
main reasons for which their solution is being delayed. Existing econosgic 
relations still do not give inéustria) aod other enterprises, construction 
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organizations the appropriate interest to isplement environmental protection 
measures, comprehensively use raw saterials and productian wastes, while local 
soviet organs do not always sanifest a principled approach to environmental 
protection questions. as a result, the desdlines for the construction of sany 
environgental protection projects are not set, extensive purification 
equipment is not installed, sits idle or Dreaks down, technology to save 
mature is long waiting to de introduced and wastes containing valuabdie 
components are thrown to the wind, or stacked in waste dumps, py luting the 
environment . 


For exagsple, the waste dumps at of the USSR Ministry of Ferrous Metallurgy 
enterprises located in the Russian Federation contain about 395 sillicn ‘.ons 
of slag and take up sore than ',900 hectares. Even though they contain fros ! 
to 5 percent setal, they cowld still be processed int« gravel for road 
comstruction or into slag povder for liging acidic soils for agriculture. 
There are such exagples in ala s.t every sector. At the same tise they all have 
enterprises which are sucessfully solving prodless in environgental 
protection and the cogprehesusive use of raw saterials. In the Ministry of 
Ferrous Metallurgy these aie the Novolipetsk Metallurgical CamDine and several 
plants which are camppletely utilizing slag. 


The Volskttsement Association in the USSR Ministry of the Construction 
Materials Industry has twice been criticized on the pages of SOVETSEAYA 
ROSSIYA for polluting the air with inéustrial dusts. This sage sinistry also 
has another enterprise, the Angars«iy Mining-Cement Combine, whose work 
experience the RSFSR Council of Ministers’ Comsission for Environmental 
Protection and the Rational Use of Natural Resources recently approved and 
recomgended for dissemination. 


The comclusion inevitably follows that without prompting from above, the 
ainistries thesselves are not very diligent abdout the extensive \ntroduction 
of progressive experience guaranteed not to conflict with environmental 
protection legislation. This is not ecomamical even fram the perspective of 
separteental interests, to say nothing of general state interests. Life shows 
that collectives where environgental protection is given the secessary 
attention as a rule dbecoge progressive ones in their sector. After al, the 
waste free and low waste technologies to which they are switching are such 
scre progressiv. and sore effective than old comes not seeting enviromental 
requirements. 


The stigulation of such initiatives seans to work to accelerate scientific- 
technical progress, save resources anc iaprove people's working, living and 
recreational conditions, that is to iaplement the sost iagportant social tasks 
posed by the party. There are still quite often cases where a socially 
dbenef.cial state approach to enviraimental protectic problems turns out to be 
almost a losing proposition to thrifty sanagers. For example, the Novclipets« 
Metallurgical Casbine receives « siserly payaa@t ‘rom road builders for its 
slag grovel even though it is better than quarry gravel. The plant workers 
have to cover ivetes from such low cost byproducts through other operatiase. 
The econmagic tools for the better use of secondary raw saterials and «a thrifty 
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attitude towards «: \ture have still not been put into operation. Far from every 
manager is capable of showing civil gsaturity and “saking his own life sore 
¢ifficult® when it comes to these questions. It is sow easier to siaply pay 
the fines for regular viclations. 


Such cogprosgises are insufferable and expensive. Usually fines are levied 
when the gGagpage to sature is already evitent; it is igaporsible to renove 
haraful esissions from the atscephere or poisonous runocfis from a ruined 
river. This paper has already reported how the withered fores: in the Sratsk 
region cannot be revived. The sillions extrected from the iratsk aluninus 
plant by Gosarbditrazh [State Arditration) are literal:iy transferred from one 
state pocket to the next. This is why, in strengthening state control over the 
observation of environmental protection legislation, it is secessary to give 
special attentian to the preventian <* viclatians and to eliginate the cause 
and conditions which promote thes. This was espec ally stressed in the decree 
approved at the sessian. 


The press has repeatedly raised the question thattheef fective struggle 
against poeching is hindered, in particular, dy the lack of a saterial- 
technical base and organs of control. The decree sakes provisions to 
strengthen this dbase and to enlarge the role of environgsental protection 
services in sectors of the national econasy and enbance the prestige of labor 
in this sphere. 


Our science and technology is also in great dedt to nature. References to the 
lack of the equipment secessary for removing ispurities from stack gases, 4n¢ 
to soil compaction and fertility loss because their is no light weight 
sachinery can no longer be sccepted as excuses. Sector institutes and design 
offices have prisary obligations to develop and introduce it. However, in 
working on their designs, they far frose always take into account the urgent 
problems in environgental protection and do not show enough concern abdout 
waking new equipment and technology environsentally safe. It is now proposed 
to gake it gandatory to have an ecological review of all such innovaticons and 
for designs for the construction, reconstruction and technical reequipment of 
national ecomoszic projets. 


An ecological world view should become the sain guarantee of hargony in 
relations between society and nature. Of course, it isn’t easy to educate 
people in suck when there are still so sany negative exagpiles around. Jreat 
responsibilities lie here with workers in education, the sass sedia, writers 
anéc artists and in public organizations including the All Russian Society for 
the Protection of Nature. Patriotic initiatives, operations such as “Blue 
Neridian", for the cleaning of small rivers, the “forest saturdays” which are 
now being conducted throughout Russia and participation in other environmental 
protection seasures, will be supported and promoted in every way. 


High sarks should be given to the wort of school foresters, “green” and “Dbliuc 
patrols, and student ¢etachsents ([druzhina) for the protection of nature. 
However, it is essential that concern about the protection of natural wealth 
became a satter for all youth, doth urten and rurvi.

Construction Pace Increases 


by current data, things are going sormally at the construction 
the largest port on the country’s western shores. in seven sonths, over 
sillice rubles of construction end assembly work have been completed here 
(by Soviet builders alome). This exceeds the plan quota by 600,000 rubles. 
If ome takes caly production installations their total is designated by the 
round aumber “40.” Of course, all of them will not be erected simultaneously. 
There sre, however, installations thet are -- so to spesk -- of primary import- 
ence. Without them, the commissioning of the first phase of the priority 
complex at Novotallian port will be impossible in 1986, and the asin offorts 
of the builders sre now being concentrated on thee. 


A significant portion of the benk reinforcement of the western section of the 
port tory has already been prepared. More than four kilometers of 
water pipes end other engineer networks have been laid. The builders are sow 
rock fill into the western pier and ere simultaneously strengthen- 
reiaforced concrete structures. Roeds end underground engineer 


being laid. 


Of the three berths (their construction is taking place simultaneously) the 
greatest volume of work hes been performed on the thirteenth. Almost three- 
of the capital iavestments have already been assimilated at this 


be commissioned first. Now, the concrete is being poured 
the berth’s fecial wall and the upper structures are being assembled. 


At this year’s priority project — the port fleet"s berth — only « few 
resources remsin to be saestered, only five percent of the estimated costs 
other cargo are elready arriving at this berth, 
being built end it is being used. 














The central distribution point (TeRF), the electrical power supply setwrrk 
from the substation in Kallaver to the central distributions points, and the 
were and cold storage verehouses of the equipment set bases are also smong 
the aumber of installations now being turned ower. Their construction, 
however, is taking place behind schedule. The cable laying rates for the 
electrical supply lines within the port do not satisfy us. In *y opinion, 

the gemeral comtractor -- the SU-42} Trust of Baltmorgidrostrey -- who is 
complacent with the fulfillment of the plan for the general contractor's 
construction and assembly work expressed sonetarily, is not hurrying to pres mt 
@ work fromt to the subcontracting organizations that are engaged in eclectri- 
cal power supply matters. You see, the handing over of the first phase cf 

the priority complex of the Novotallinn port will be simply impossible without 
cable lines and other electrical works. 


Newerthelesa, the state of affairs at ome of the hottest points -— the construct- 
ion of the railways -- evokes the grestest comcern. You see, it is secessary 
to commission all of the steel threads during 1965-1/66. It is necessary to 
lay 25 kilometers of rails to the grain and refrigerator complexes alone -- 
amd another two kilometers of branch line from Muugs Station to the port. in 
addition, it is necessary to build the central comtrol building, sore accu- 
rately, the one for centralized switching (ETsS). The SU-423 tuilders have 
only prepered half of all the rail beds as yet. The Sevzaptransstroy Trust 
end Construction Work Train No 675 has still mot begun to lay the rails. 
Moreover, the board of directors of the Novotallian port construction, let us 
say right owt, is in no berry to submit requisitions far the delivery of equip- 
ment and cable for the central control point. 


Beside what hes been mentioned, it is aleo necessary to complete the construct- 
ion ef those railroad branch lines which permit the supplying of the port 
construction with sand, crushed rock, cement end setal to be sharply taproved 
— the sore so since motor vehicle transport is constantly short ace. The 
earlier the railroed mainline is prepered, the sore the goods that can be 
shifted {ro motor vehicle transport to railroad transport. All of this will 
permit the sireain on the rehandling of comstruction trains to be removed. 


Approximately two-thirds of the extent of the annual pian has been fulfilled 
at the grein complex (Finnish specialists are building it). Piles have been 
completely driven for the elevator, pier, berth No § and the station for losd- 
img and unloading reilroed cars. The powricg of cement for the sachinery 
tower (marker + 96 meters) and for « portion of the elevator’s silo towers 
has been completed. <A total of 85 percent of the serwice line has been laid 
and half of the motor vehicle roads Wi! been prepared (without on upper cover- 


ing). 
At the complex for perishable freight, Finnish bwilders are continuing to pour 


cement for the warehouse floors, building engineer networks, and completing 
the erection of the radio navigation chamber's computer center building. 


Comcerniag non-production installations (the Promstray Trust is constructing 
them), a certain shortfall is Seing felt here. Hardly sore than half of the 
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es have been assimilated bere since the beginning 
el has already been commissioned, but it is still 
to essimilate approximately 170,000 rubles at the other. At firet 
t, you see, the labor-intensivemess of the 
fimish the construction of any project usually grows. This is seen 
fect thet the Promstroy Trust only assimilate! 10,00 rubles all told 
July bere. Nevertheless, the second hostel must be commissioned during 


quarter of this year. 


ties of Nowotallinge port has unfolded, it is possible to sey, at 
fell force. Sow, as sever before, a smooth rhyth= will depend on coordinating 
the actions of all the comstruction organizations that have been attracted 
here. Mot all of them, however, were prepared for this. This comcerns the 
gemeral contractor -- SU 423-- during the first ~hase. You see, it must 
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froat to subcostracting organizations. Today, it is not emowgh to fulfill « 
plas, the gore eo if it is primarily achiewed at the expense of higher paid 
operations. Such « fulfillment will hardly contribute to sobilizing the build- 
ers. Today, it is seceseary to stress those project which are included in the 


priority complex of the port's first phase. 

Cable Network Described 
Tallinn SOWETSEKAYA ESTONIYA in Russiar 24 Aug 85 p 2 
[Article by S. Trigmo: “A Cable Variant™) 


[Text] Already the time for commissioning the first phase of the priority 
complex at the port in Muwge is not far distant. During the 16 months that 
remain vatil that date, the builders must erect «4 vhole setics of projects, 
bring all engineering networks to thee and provide electrical power using the 
so-called permanent circuit (the projects under construction are still receiv- 
img electrical power using wires). ‘The cable network will not only replace 
the above-ground line but will siso permit a reserve channel to exist. In « 
word, the handing ower of the first phase of the priori.y complex at the 
Movotallings port to the requestor is simply impossible without the cable power 
variant. 


All of the construction organizations, which have been attracted here, know 
ebout this. However, the electrical supply question still does not cspecially 
disturb anyone apperentiy (I am judging from the last planning inspection trip 
thet wes conducted on Monday 19 August). It is evident from this that the 
Gidroelektromoatazh and Seveapelektromontazh representatives did not even 
comsider it seceseary to go on the inspection trip, amd you see, it is om these 
subcontracting orgenizations that the successiui commissioning of the cable 
lines and other electrical supply projects will depend to so small degree. 
Galy the represen“ative of the board of directors of the Novotallinn port 
comsetruction directed the attention of the general contractor -- the Saltmor- 
gidrostroy Trust SU-423 -—— to the fact that the building rates for one of the 
electrical power supply projects — the central distribution point (TeRP)-- 
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hed clearly slowed down -- the sore so since all of the electrical equipment 
hed already arrived there. That cane representative of the board of directors 
recalled « case where they began to lay cable late at one of th projects and 
it wes damaged in several places because it lay for a long time -- a5 ix said 
ownerless. Yes, and the equipment for the central distribution point also 
arrived about « year ago and stands in need of additions! inspect ion. 


The central distribution point is this year’s priority project. However, 
special animation is still sot being noticed here, and only half of the capital 
investments have been assinilated. You see, such labor-intensive work as 
finishing, plastering end painting still remain to be dome. In «2 word, the 
SU-423 builders are holding back a subcontracting organization -- Cidroelektro- 
montazh. It aust install equipment in the central distribution point (this 
work is rated at approximately 30,000 rubles). Only then will an opportunity 
appesr to bring all cable lines to the central distribution point twilding and 
bring them out of it. 

One of 


the .asks of Yevgeniy Lysanov's specialized brigade is to prepare « 
work front for the subcontracting organizations for the construction of the 


high voltage cable setworks on the port's territory and to bring electrical 
power from the substation at Kallaver. i! recently found it, however, engaged 
im building treaches for water lines. 


Why isn't the brigade engaged in real carnest in electrical power quest ions” 

I posed this question to Oleg Degtev, the senior work superintendent of 

$U-423 section Mo 6. Without wasting words, he led we into the amenity pre- 
sises where there wes room for the brigade leader and all of the sembers of 
brigede around « emall table (it was time for dimmer). It seems that 

fon Bo 6 was only created « sonth ago, and Yevgeniy Lysanov and his people 
represent the entire evailabie staff of the new subunit. True, there are ail 
told sine individuals in the brigade and sot five as it was om the day of ay 
visit; however, pert of them were on leave. 


Let us sey right out thet en extremely wide circle of tasks had been def ined 
for this emall brigade. Besides the electrical cable lime, it hed to prepere 
the engineer networks for the subcontracting organizations (both those 
port's territory end those off it). These comsist of the water lines, 
limes, sewerage lines, and asiso the communications network. This 
year they expect from it the commiesioning of the heating lines, two lines of 
the water pipe system and the pressure sewerage. It is responsible for doing 
the so-called external strapping om the pumping station of the second ascent. 
Although Yewgeniy Lysanov’s brigade has sachine operators, welders, cement 
workers, installers, pipe-leyers, metal workers, sanitary engineers «nd carp-~ 
enters (all of the builders possess, at « sininum, two or three specialties), 
they are clearly sot in « position to fulfill such « volume of work om time.

But whet sbout the SU-423 leadership’ Of course, it is pursuing « policy that 
it is necessary to strengthen the brigade. This wes confirmed in « conversation

with Viediair iesyev, the chief of the general contracting organization. He 
recently wont to the comstruction eres of the port in order to firm up how 
many people and what specialties it was necessary to adc there. However, you 
see, this problem did not arise suddenly. The question arises as to where the 
SU-423 leadership ves before?!

/Jest what is the condition of these rivers’ What seeds to be done “to iaprove 
their bealth’? A “roundtable” discussion of SOVETSKAYA MOLDAVIYA concerning 
this was held by staff eembers A. Furs, MN. Stechonto and Tu. Eravehuk of the 
MSSR (Moldavian SSK) State Committee for the Protection of Bature; Doctor of 
Biclogical Sciences |. Dedyu, «4 professor at Kishinew University; 8. Panov,

A peculiarity of owt rivers, the speakers soted, is the fact that high waters 
considerably exceed the carrying capacity of the river beds. Some rivers dry up 
completely after the high waters. They suffer a great deal because the soil is 
plowed down to the water itself. The river Banke don't seed fields, but rather 
forest, undergrowth and riwerside thickets. As « rule, owr small rivers aren't 
protected; they flow along drained lands where there is seither « small swan, 
nor « damp hollow--good companions of « small river. 


In short, the rivers ere begging for help. And this is within our power. is if 
really iaposs.ble to look after their protection froe pollution and depletion, 
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to prevent the erosion of soils, and to set up the operation of water ( reat ment 
facilities’ As a g@atter of fact, the ability of a river to purify itself ien't 
limitless; small rivers that pass tmrowgh large cities ere graphic evidence of 
that fect. As a rule, we just si@ply don’t take into consideration their right 
to the river-protective some. And what is Sore. Sany Sanagers have «4 vague ides 
of its requirements. A flood plain, terraces below « flood plain, the edges and 
steep slopes of Danks. and gorges and ravines that flow directly into « river 
valley are the same ates in which amy ecomosic operations that hawe « hareful 
effect om rivers gust be eliainated. 


The bealth of sme‘l rivers, the “rowndtable™” participants noted, requires the 
comstaet attention of samy Sinistries and department;. The transformation of 
small rivers, which hed «4 ruinous influece om their comdition, is precisely on 
the conscience of some S@inistries. The riwer beds of the Beut, Botaa, Kogy! nik 
and Syk are partially regulated and polluted it ian’t difficult to wmcower the 
guilty omes--they are the Moldavian Railroad and the enterprises and orgeniza- 
tions of the MSSR Ninistry of Housing and Municipal Services, Ministry of the 
Fruit and Vegetable Industry. Ministry of Agriculture, "Nol dsel khoskhiaiya™ 
(State Cooperative Scientific Product ion Association for Agrochemical Service of 
Agriculture) aed the Kolkhoz Council. 


The rivers are being polluted by the iaproper use and vwiclation of regulations 
im storing and transporting tonic chesicals. The sinistry of agriculture isn't 
fulfilling the plan for the construction of satierosion hydraulic engineering 
facilities, and the MSSR Ministry of the Forest Iedustry isn't coping with its 
afforestation task of the banks of seal! c.wers. 


Another problem. Major operations for water Sanagement construction are being 
conducted in the republic. Am enorscus smount of water will be transfer ed to « 
zone of wore rugged relief and that will entail altering the conditions of water 
management supply. Quite « sumber of vague problems arise from the point of 
view of ecology. It's secessary to regard thee wery seriously and competent ly 
and to solwe thee on «4 scientific desis. 


At ome time, I. Dedyw stated in particule, "“Noldsel khoskhiaive” refused 
ausistanmce that was offered by ecologica! scientists. Meanwhile, experience 
shows that cooper: .om like this is secessary because it's impossible to solve 
@aenageeen: tasks in isolation from -eneral ecological! ones. 


This also epplies in full measure to the activities of the einistry of land 
reclamation end water cesources. Large irrigation facilities gust take into 
account the problems of small rivers. Howewer, hitherto water sanagement co#- 
plexes haven't Sed « real ecological forecast. Of course, we seed water. Su" 
what will happen to sature’ For the time Being, seither soil scientiets sor 
hydrodiclogists, sor ecologists, sor ivedical personne! can answer Chis quest ion 
for certain. The dissociation of scientific research also has «4 seget ive 
efiect. Ower 20 scientific institutions are invelwed with the problemas of 
water, their communications are very poor, and each “ee operates in accordance 
with its own plan. In his speech V. Esaul'tsew drew aitention to the necessity 
of coordinating 411 seasures for sature preservation and particularly fer the 
protection of small rivers. 














@ith what, for example. are difficulties in cresting protective forest belts 
along river Danks and reserwoirs eseoc.ated! With iaterdepart@ental dissocia- 
tion. Plantings are the Susiness of (he ministry of the forestry iadustry and 
the usable lands Sbelomg to the e@isistry of agriculture. And in so way can they 
come Co am agreement. determine their respomsibilities and jointly solve the 
proties of cleaning up owr rivers. 


“In =@yY Opinion.” stated D. Seretsane, “it's necessary to make gore active the 
role of iocal cowncils of people's Geputies in the satrer of protecting rivers 
from pollution. The awa.ladility aed good working order of water t reateent 
facilities, the cleanliness of shores, comstant laboratory enalysis of water 
quality. 2nd ganagement of small-scale irrigation oll aust become the comcern of 
local gowerng@ent bodies. The role of the public end the gopulation also is a0 
less important in solving these prodleas.~ 


¥. Kamaneu recounted the isterrelation of the prodlees of land use and the 
conditions of small rivers. Our lands are exposed to erosion. For the t ime 
being. dealing with this ailment is ineffective. The comtract orgenizat ion 
isn’t performing the required volume of operations, there isn't enough of the 
necessary equipment and tranepert. aed the sources for financing Susiness orge- 
mizations aed whose lands are situated along the catchment basins of rivers are 
dissociated. It's necessary to recognize too the fact that agricultural orgens, 
kolkhoges and sowkhores are giving \ittle comsideration to these problems, as 
with ecological omnes om the whole 


The comcern sbout cifeaning up smell civers is «2 general ome for all departeents 
involwed in this prodlee. 8. Panow dewoted his speech to this topic. 


They bawe different Casas and ioterests, Out the fact that one should sot hare « 
river and that it’s istolerablie to seglectfully regard water which is so pre- 
ciows to us is indisputable for everyome. We'we already determined that this is 
precisely prohidited and istoleradle. The sost difficult thing--to carry it 
out--waes left. 


The fate of small rivers is «4 gemeral comcere. Set this seens that it's seces- 
sary to solwe al! problems together, to sore rigidly supervise econosic opere- 
tions, end to remeaeber one's own responsibilities to seture. In this sense, 
quite « sumber of measures were outlined. The trouble is that departeents are 
trying to shift the responmsid. lity against each other for tacit eractice! resii- 
zation. The participants correctly soted encounters where some departeents are 
polluting rivers, while others are rewealing who did this and to whet extent. 
But just who resliv is the boss of cur rivers? It turns owt thet he siaply 
doesn’( exist. Man, of our rivers hawe practically lost their sationsl economic 


imgportance. 


"se peep into the future when, is the expression of scademician BS. Fedorenko, 
people will receive less from sature than they spend on it. And the role of 
small rivers will grow. Today it's \aportant to be concerned about their health 
and sature’s health. Another one won't show up Because we'll subsccibe to « 
verdict of hopelessness for « small river. Sut then some iaportent link in

sature’s life chain will adruptiy come to on end, and that can lead to the most 
unfortunate and unexpected resuits.
